VAN BUREN STREET AND FIFTH AVE- 
NUE SIDES JOINED. 


Last Girder Is Piaced in Position at 
1:80 O'Clock Yesterday, Without 
Any Formalities—Connection with 
the Metropolitan Blevated the Next 
Step—-Trains Will Probably Be Run- 
ning by May i—History of Enter- 
prise and Opposition Encountered. 


The Union Loop structure is now connected. 
The final cross ers and longitudinal 
etringers were put im place yesterday after- 
noon at Van Buren street and Fifth avenue, 
the one unfinished point.

He 
was drawn far enough into his personal his- 
tory by a reporter for Tun TRIBUNE to give 
the information that he was not related to 
Tom Paine; that Robert Treat Paine, the 
astronomer, who left his fortune to Har- 
vard University, was his cousin: that his 
great grandfather of the same name was one 
cf the signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and that the great grandfather of 
his great grandfather was Rober: Treat. 
the Governor of Connecticut, who marched 
at the head of his troops 200 years ago to 
the relief of Massachusetts against the In- 
dians. 

Growth of Charity Work. 

“I have often before been invited to Chi- 
cago,” said Mr, Paine, and I finally made 
up my mind that I must come here to see 
your wonderful city and make the acquaint- 
ance of its people. I shall be here until the 
middle of next week, and, of course, will de- 
vote my attention mainly to the charitable 
work of the city. * 

Charity organization work was originat- 
ed by Miss Octavia Hill, still living, and Lord 
Shaftsbury, in England, in 1869. It was 
planted in this country by the Rev. Mr. Gur- 
teen, an, English Episcopal minister, who 
started it first in Buffalp, then in Philadel- 
phia, then in Boston, and then in Chicago.

Unusual Sight at a Davis Street Lanch 
Counter Throws Late Evanstoni- 
ane Into a Ferment. 


Davis street, Evanston, was in a meta- 
phorical ferment last evening somewhat aft- 
er the hour of 11. In the middle of the chilly 
night crowds of university students gathered 
in that not busy thoroughfare and gazed 
through the big window front of the classic 
suburb’s only lunch counter. And as they 
gazed their wonder grew. There, sitting on 
six of the lunch counter stools, were three 
of the young society men of the university—

women who have residence in the Woman's 


The Boston movement was begun in 1878, 
and I have been in charge of it since. 

In its inception the work was simply a 
charity clearing-house, by means of which 
the duplication of charities was prevented. 
Before this work was begun an unworthy 
person might be receiving help from twenty 
charities, each of which was led to believe 
that it alone ever contributed to his relief. 
The result was that pauperism was encour- 
aged, and charity did more harm than good. 
Under the new system every needy person 
is kept track of, and receives help from only 
one source. 

Aim to Cure Pauperism. 


“ But this would be a very inadequate con- 
ception of the work as it ts carried on today. 
We still have our registration bureau, and 


prevent duplication, and we still confiné our- 


selves to directing the charities of others 
and give no dirgct relief ourselves. But this 
is not all, nor the most importart part of 
what we do. The great point is to cure pau- 
perism and to raise needy people to inde- 
pendent positions, 

J am not fully acquainted with the state 
of pauperism in Chicago, and can ofily give 
you m: ssions concerning the needs of 
the wo re, which may be right and may 
be not. I think there is a tendency for the 
unemployell classes to congregate here. 
There has been some sort of treatment of 
them which attracts them to Chicago, and 
you can have just as many of them as you 
are willing to pay for. I belleve in the rigid 
application of the labor test, furnished in 
the provident wood yard. ‘If a man will 
not saw wood, neither shall he eat,’ is my 
motto. In 1898 there was $150,000 raised in 
Bosgon for the relief of suffering and want, 
and it was all given away without giving a 
cent of it except in wages. 

Charity Building for Chicago. 

** Chicago needs a charity building. One of 
the results of our. work everywhere is a 
great building in which all the charities of 
the city are congregated, so as to make in- 
‘stantaneoug and contniuous cotperation 
practicable and easy. The Boston Charity 
Bullding is in Chardon street, and was erect- 
ed in 1865. In it are the offices of the Hos- 
ton Provident Association, the Industrial 
Aid Society, the German Aid Society, the 
Children’s Aid Society, and a number of 
others. 

New York has such a building, erected 
at a cost of $600,000, given by one man, at 
Fourth avenue and Twenty-second street. 

It is impossible to reap the greatest ad- 
vantage from charity organization without 
such a concentration of the officers and 
managers of all the charities in the city; and 
it would be a blessed thing for Chicago if 
some charitably disposed person would erect 
such a building here.“

TROCHA FORTS BLOWN UP BY CUBANS 


Insurgents’ Dynamite Gun Plays Havoc 
with Captain-General Weyler’s 
Military Line. 


Key West, Fla., Jan. 30.—A daring attack 
was made on the trocha west of Artemisa 
last week. A force of insurgents under Col. 
Pedro Nodarz attacked Fort No. 10 and after 
two hours’ fighting dislodged the garrison. 
After summoning the fort to surrender, 
which was refused, he ordered the dynamite 
gun to openonit. The first shell few wide, 
but the second and third made big gaps in 
the sides, killing several of the garrison. A 
furlous infantry fire was maintained and 
the garrison flew the white flag. They were 
all paroled. Fifteen of the garrison were 
killed, while but one Cuban was hurt. Pro- 
ceeding to the next fort, the garrison came 
over at the first demand and stated that they 
wished to fight for Cuba. There were 100 
men and three officers, with a goodly supply 
of ammunition. Both forts were destroyed. 

At Fort No. 7 a stout resistance was made, 
but two shots from the dynamite gun com- 
pelled them to surrender. They .were 
allowed their freedom. This fort was burned 
also. This leaves the trocha open for any 
Cuban band that may desire to pass through. 

One of the Sanguines guerrilla bands en- 
tered a small town called Montrovia and told 
the people to move to San Christobal at once. 
The town was then burned. Six men were 
shot. Sixteen of the women were taken 
prisoners and turned over to the tender 
mercies of the men by Capt. Mordardo. Two 
of them killed themselves with daggers 
rather than suffer the fate in store for them.

Ammunition for Demagogues. 


Such affairs give demagogues excuse for 
attacking the East and furnish texts for 
homilies on the heartless extravagance of 
the wealthy in the face of poverty and desti- 
tution. 

Bear in mind, now, that I believe in social 
entertainments. But there should be a rea- 
sonable limit to display and a reasonable 
time chosen for it. The present ts not such 
atime. Money is not the root of all evil; the 
love of money is. That text is directed 
against the é6hvious poor man as well as the 
selfish millionaire. To gratuitously arouse 
the discontent and accentuate the poverty 
of the unfortunate in such days as these jis 
an action greatly to be deplored. 


Money Does Not Circulate Far. 


“To defend such a course by claiming 
that it puts money in circulation is utterly 
fallacious. The money spent does not cir- 
culate far. Those benefited are persons al- 
ready wéalthy—fiorists, caterers, fashiona- 
ble modistes. : 

There are many members of society who 
practice luxurious hospitality and are in 
evidence at brilliant entertainments given 
by others, who will, I believe, deprecate the 
ostentatious display of wealth. I think that 
those who make their home in this country 
rather than abroad understand this. 

“ With want on every side, with discontent 

rife among the lower orders of society, it 
would seem unwise to offer texts for dema- 
gogues and political extremists.“ 
The day after the publication of this pro- 
test the Journal noted editorially that it 
was not based on any assertion of the eco- 
nomic immorality of such wanton extravg- 
gance, but rather u the belief that tHe 
time is not happy for the exhibition of the 
riches of the rich. 


Right or Wrong of Extravagance. 

„Into the broad proposition of the right 
and wrong of extravagance—the economic 
value of luxury, so to speak—the rector of 
St. George’s does not go. 

Nowhere in Mr. Rainsford’s protest does 
there appear any sign that he holds the 
existing social system under which the wid- 
est extremes of wealth and poverty are 
encouraged as in any degree faulty. On the 
contrary, all he fears is that such an ex- 
travagant display of the pleasures of wealth 
may lead to an amendment of that system. 

The bitter destitution and the unexampled 
luxury of the age are the results of com- 
mon causes. Whatever calls attention to 
both at once—vividly, ¢emphatically—wiil 
draw attention to the causes and perhaps aid 
in the discovery of a remedy. In this way 
the coming ball may prove of public service, 
and yet, if Dr. Rainsford has been correctly 
quoted, he opposes the festivity lest it per- 
form that very service. He does not de- 
plore the social conditions which make it 
immoral, but fears lest it may call attention 
to those conditions and give demagogues— 
i. e.: those who hope the future has better 
things in store than the present—a text.“ 


Churchmen Keep Out of It. 

It was soon found that the vestrymen of 
Dr. Raineford’s church and most of the 
leading Episcopal clergymen of the city, in- 
cluding Bishop Potter, were not disposed to 
side actively with Dr. Rainsford, though 
they would not oppose his views. Some 
clergymen and some men and women who 
take an interest in the betterment of the 
human race applauded Dr. Rainsford, but 
he showed an apparent doubt of his position 
by disclaiming any intention of singling out 
the Bradley Martin ball from any other 
social function as an illustration of the 
tendency to ostentation he opposed. He de- 
clared. he waa speaking generally. 

The Rev. Morgan Dix, while evading a 
direct discussion of the issue, clearly showed 
Nis belief that the giving of a large and ex- 
pensive ball could do no real harm to society 
at large. 

Poor and Rich. 

The Rev. Dr. David H. Greer, rector of 
St. Bartholomew's Church, said: 1 have 
been told what were the points which Dr. 
Rainsford made. I recognize nothing in men 
but their humanity. Both rich men and poor 
men may still be men of high qualities. If 
a man has money I don’t see why he should 
not spend it in his own way, so long as he | 
does not violate the law in doing so. I do 
not find that the poor are envious of the rich

Mrs. Bradley Martin silent. 

Mrs. Bradley Martin took a dignified and 
— stand in refusing to discuss the crit- 
cism of Dr. Rainsford. She went on mak- 
ing preparations for the ball, and so, after a 
preliminary tremor of excitement, did her 
invited guests. What had seemred a serious 
matter came to be treated with levity, and 
society journalists announced that Dr. Rains- 
ford’s onslaught had been welcomed with a 
feeling of relief by young men who knew 
their underpinning would not enable them to 
look well in knee breeches,a necessary part 
of any costume from the sixteenth, seven- 
teenth, or eighteenth centuries. 


The New York papers threw open their 
columns to letters from the general public 
on the subject of the ball. Here are a few 
of them: 

Editor of the Journal: The Bradley- 
Martin costume ball will benefit fully 20,000 
persons. At first this figure sounds high, 
but it is a conservative estimate. In one es- 
tablishment alone 180 people are employed 
on dresses for the dancé, and each of these 
people represents a family of four or five 
persons. 

On the night of Mra. Martin's entertain- 
ment twenty-five costume dinners will be 
given, at each of which will be about twenty 
guests, who, with their hostesses, will later 
go to the ball. It is safe to say that 3200 
will be spent on the floral decorations of 
each of these banquets. This money will go 
to wealthy florists, as Dr. Rainsford has said, 
and also to their clerks, decorators, garden- 
ers, etc. The provisions for these dinners, 
whether served by rich caterers or by the 
regular family cooks, must be bought of 
marketmen, butchers. grocers, dealers in 
fish, fruit, vegetables, etc. The ices, creams,

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Three Wood Cutters Lose Their Lives 
and Two Are Fatally Injured 
im Ohto. 


Jackson, O., Jan. 30.—[Special.}-—Three 
persons lost their lives and two others re- 
ceived injuries which wil! in all probability 
prove fatal in an accident today in Pike 
County. For several weeks a gang of men 
has been in removing the timber 
from the farm of William Thomas, a well- 
to-do farmer living about ten miles north of 
the small Village of Beaver, in Pike County. 
The men were felling the large trees and 
sawing them up into railroad ties and fencing 
boards, having a fully equipped sawmill 
with them for that purpose.

As the men were in the midst of 
their dinner a great crashing was heard and 
the immense tree fell onto the roof of the 
cabin, which was crushed like an eggshell.

failing to send the revocations to the Map 


Department for verification. 

Commissioner Downey said he had never 
seen the revocations, although the City Clerk 
shows a receipt for the petition, signed by 
one of Mr. Downey’s assistants. The Mayor 
said that if tne cOmpany had a majority of 
the frontage he was powerless to act.

This 
fact was reported to the Mayor and Perry, 
Hull, representing the General Electric com-' 
pany, was summoned. 

Mr. Hull admitted that the company was 
short in the fractional mile and declared it 
did not want any part of a street for which 
it did not have the frontage. He agreed to 
amend the ordinance by striking out that 
portion of Forty-fifth street east of Cottage 
Grove avenue.

New Optical Device, Invented in 3 dia, 


Which Has Already Accém 
plished Wonders, 


India, the seat of wisdom as N 
as the hills, has made a new and note 
worthy addition to the ishme 
of science. It has long | known that 
the power of the human eye is limited, and 
that there exist waves of light of which itis 
incapable of taking notice. These rays have 
at last been made visible. 

Prof. Jagadis Chunder Bose, who holds 
the chair of physical science at the Presi- 
dency College of Calcutta, is the inventor 
of the device by which this has been accom- 
plished, and the device itself, as he recently 
explained before the British Association of 
Science, is practically an enlarged human 
eye, possessed of enlarged capabilities. Both 
in design and in its method of opération it 
is modeled upon the human organs of sight. 

In their simplest form the parts of which 
the artificial eye is composed consist of a 
sensitive surface upon which the rays are 
focused, a conductive strand which carries 
the impulse derived from that sufface, and 
a receiving mechanism which translates the 
impulse into a perceptible form. The sensi- 
tive surface corresponds to the retina of the 
eye, and in the mechanism is Known by the 
same name. The conductive strand carries 
out the same office at the optic herve, con- 
veying the visual impulse from tie retina to 
the brain. The part of the device which re- 
ceives and renders visible the’ impulse cor- 
responds to the human brain. 

In the artificial eye the light waves invis!- 
ble to the human organs of sight are received 
upon a lense which focuses them upon the 
retina. Falling upon this, they excite an 
electric impulse. The impulse is transmit- 
ted through a wire, or conducting strand, to 
the receiving mechanism in the form of a 
current of varying power. In the receiving 
mechanism the current causes & twitching 
or vibration of a movable part, and by the 
magnified motion of a spot of light reflected 
from the vibrating part the invisible raysare 
transformed into a visible shape. 

By the invention of thé artificial sye new 
possibilities of great extent are opened up 
in the study of the ether waves, heretofore 
beyond the appreciation of the human 
senses. 

“The most curious thing which science 
has demonstrated,” said Prof. Bose in ex- 
plaining the value of his invention, is the 
fact that there are great gaps in our ¢con- 
sciousness. We first begin to be aware of a 
sound note when the air is quivering at 
about the rate of sixteen vibrations in a sec- 
ond. When the vibrating string which gives 
rise to sound ts shortened higher and higher 
notes are given out. In this way we pass 
from lower to higher octaves, and when the 
vibration reaches the rate of 82,000 beats in 
a second the limit of audibility is reached. 

“As we near this limit the notes ome 
more shrill and more continuous, and finally, 
when the note is raised still higher, or, in 
other words, the rate of vibration exceeds 
82,000 beats to a second, the ear fails to re- 
spond. Very iow pitched or very high 
pitched notes are beyond our power of hear- 
ing. To detect these inaudible sounds sei- 
entists construct an artificial ear, which con- 
sists of. a slender jet of burning gas, Known 
as the sensitive fame, which responds to 
sound by ftuttering. 

Just as vibration is produted in air by 
mechanical disturbance, so may the im- 
palpable ether be thrown into vibration by 
an electric disturbance. There may thus be 
produced ethereal notes, few of which are de- 
tected by our sensation of touch as warmth, 
and a few others by the eye as light. Slow- 
er or quicker vibrations than these we can- 
not perceive.” | 

The investigation of the nature of these 
imperceptible waves, whose weight of vi- 
bration falls above or below that which the 
organs of sight transmit to the brain, is now 
made possible. The machine which Prof. 
Bose has invented is a perfect Instrument, 
by which the electric waves in thé ether are 
readily produced and their properties de- 
tected and examined. These waves, falling 
on a suitable receiver, produce marvelous 
signals, and make it possible to signal from 
one room to another or from one place to 
another, without the slightest apparent 
means of communication. With the possible 
exception of metallic plates of ordinary 
thickness there is no known substance which 
offers material opposition to the passage 
gf these rays.

A strange fact in connection With the 
electric eye is that it becomes tired just as 
the human eye does. At least, its power be- 
comes exhausted. And, as when fatigue 
produces an itching sensation in the human 
eye rubbing relieves it, so it is necessa 
to rub the electric eye. The effect in bot 
cases is similar. It seems to produce rest. 
There is this advantage which the electric 
eye has over the human. hen one speci- 
men becomes tired out and temporarily 
useless another can be substituted. Thus, 
given a full opportunity to recover its wonted 
be — it only takes the electric eye a compar- 
atively short time to recover full power. 


LATEST THEORIES IN BLECTRICITY. 


Prof. Trowbridge of Harvard on the 
Developments in the Science— 
An Interesting Volume. 


Prof. Trowbridge of Harvard is the author 
of the seventy-fifth volume of the notable 
International Scientific Series. It is a work 
that will be found exceedingly interesting 
by all persons who care to keep up with 
the latest developments of electrical science. 
While the treatment is more or less tech- 
nical, the book will present no difficulties 
to any one with an ordinary scientific knowl- 
edge. 

Prof. Trowbridge has accepted Maxwell's 
great theory, which makés light, heat, and 
electricity all merely different manifesta- 
tions of the energy which comes to us from 
the sun.

Charles N. Aldrich Speaks. 


Charles H. Aldrich, ex-Solicitor General, 
being introduced, spoke at length on the 
toast of the evening. He said in part, after 
alludi to recent political attacks on the 
high unal and discussing constitutional! 


powers: 

The 9 ot the United States have 
frequently exhibited a disposition to give 
way to creat popular excitement. Our rapid 
growth and diversified interests have led 
us as a people to neglect the study of 
— 2 and social conditions and needs. 
The tendency has been to satisfy an imagi- 
nary need with a legislative act, State or 
national, This proves local, presses uneven- 
ly upon the people, and begets dissatisfac- 
tion. Finance and taxation have been large- 
ly matters of experiment, not of study. Cor- 
porations have multiplied until now they 
are conducting all branches of business. 
They have often found servants in Legisla- 
tures and Municipal Councils, seldom in the 
courts, and never, I am sure, in the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

These conditions and causes have bred 
panicse—periods when business is at a stand- 
still and labor unemployed. Under such cir- 
cumstances there is always, and with all 
forms of government, a spirit of unrest, 
dissatisfaction with existing conditions, the 
omnipresent but by no means omniscient 
antagonists to constituted authority. 

As an Invincible Wall. 

Under such circumstances committees, 
and even States, have been willing to tax and 
destroy wealth, corporate entities which 
they had created, and repudiate obligations 
which they had assumed. Against this wave 
of communism, temporary in its character. 
the Supreme Court has stood as an invincible 
wall. hile as a lawyer I do not approve of 
all the utterances of the court in applying 
the college case and all the distinctions 
made I do, both as a lawyer and as a student 
of our history and tendencies, cordially ap- 
prove the principle of those decisions and 
hail them as the safeguards to your and my 
ownership of the fruits of our industry and 
frugality. 

“It does not seem to be generally under- 
stood by these persons attacking the Su- 
preme Court that closely following the col- 
lege case the Legislatures of mostly all, if 
not all, of the Statés provided that as to 
corporations thereafter organized the right 
to command charters should be held to be re- 
served ‘and that the Supreme Court has sus- 
tained the most drastic provisions under this 
power. A greater intelligence would have 
found in this, at the same time, a weapon 
against a corporate abuse, and reason to 
praise the Supreme Court. Corporations are 
the creation of the law and may be controlled 
by the law. 

Again Points the Way. 


“The idea that States shall be permitted 
under the guise of taxation or the exercise 
of the police power to cripple free com- 
merce and make the merchandise of the 
citizens of Illinois contraband or subject 
to unusual burdens in Iowa is not to be tol- 
erated and is not the proper subject of dis- 
cussion before an intelligent audience. The 
Supreme Court upon this subject again 
pointed out the way and told the members 
of Congress that if they desired to exempt 
any article from the commerce clause they 
could do so by legislation. 

“ Corporations are made entities by State 
creation and subjected to the burdens of 
citizenship in many ways. For my part I 
think the Supreme Court right in holding 
them to be citizens of each State in which 
they maintained offices and operated a busi- 
ness; but why accuse the Supreme Court, 
upon this subject? It is wholly within the | 
power of Congress, and the people may con- 
trol it absolutely through that channel—so 
far as jurisdiction is concerned, that is the 
right to seek the Federal courts. The four- 
teenth amendment gives corporations rights 
which belong to the humblest individual— 
no more, no less—and which Congress is 
poweness to impair. Would any intelligent 
person have it otherwise? 

Judges Are but Men. 


Judges are but men. They go upon the 
bench with the political and social ten- 
dencies of their education and nature. The 
Constitution and laws of Congress con- 
stitutionally enacted are the sources of 
their authority. 

We know, however, both from reason 
and from a knowledge of the history of the 
court, that the t heart .throbs of the 
people, their asptrations and hopes, are 
heard and felt in those quiet rooms and re- 

sponded to by those dignified and apparently 
impassive men. The cultured lawyer and 
citizen runs over in his memory the long 
line of decisions in whicna the birthrights of 
Anglo-Saxon liberty have deen jealousy 
guarded and the rights of the individual! 
against the tyranny of popular clamor em- 
bodied in legislation perhaps sacredly maln- 
tained. He will remember at the same 
time that the mistakes of the court have 
sometimes come from considerations of 
necessity, and in matters where the political 
predilections of the members of the court 
had play. 

S. S. Gregory's Address. 


The last speaker was Attorney Stephen 8. 
Gregory. He spoke of the effort to con- 
struct the, United States Supreme Court on 
the analogy of ‘the English House of Lords, 
all of whose members, whether legally 
trained or not, have the constitutional right 
to vote on appeals, a right which they at- 
tempted to @xercise for the last time in the 
trial of Daniel O'Connell. He enumerated 
the circumstances and relations which give 
the United States Supreme Court its unique 
position among the higher tribunals of the 
earth. 

Mr. Gregory said he did not doubt the 
change from an appointive to an elective 
judiciary in the States had been made at the 
cost of lessened dignity, standing, and effi- 
ciency. 

The history of this court is its best en- 
comium,” he continued. The names of 
Marshall, Story, Taney, Curtis, Miller, and 
others would adorn the history of any age 
or nation. 

Few Acts Deciared Invalid. 

“Tt is a singular fact this court has not 
declared unconstitutional more than five or 
six important acts of Congress. This fact 
is an unanswerable answer to the arguments 
of those who inveigh against the power of 
this court. 

“Oan we foresee a time under our dual 
form of government when this court will 
be unnecessary? Gentlemen, philosophical 
anarchy is a beautiful and noble ideal. It 
bas a horrid sound, but think only a mo- 
ment. None ot you here do anything, as I 
conceive, or omit to do anything for fear 
of legal consequences, but, until all men 
are similar-minded, it is idle to talk or even 
conceive of the continuance of our institu- 
tions ‘without such a court as the United 
States Supreme Court. Certainly it is con- 
ceivable that some day a time will come 
when men can do without such evils as 
lawyers and courts, but until then we shall 
need the Supreme Court as the capstone of

Commission of Engineers Decides on 
Lake Tunnels and s Series of 
intercepting | Sewers, 


The expert commission appointed td devise 
Ways and means of protecting the city’s 
water supply from pollution finished ite work 
yesterday and decided upon recommende- 
tions to be embodied in a report that will 
be submitted to the Mayor as soon as it can 
be drawn. 

The new feature in the plan the Commission 
has mapped out contemplates extending the 
intake tunnels from the cribs now in use to 
points far enough out in the lake to insure 
an unpolluted supply. Nine-foot tunnels 
will be used, and it is estimated the entire 
cost of contemplated improvements will be 
$3,000,000 and can be paid from the water 
fund. 

The commission will recommend the shore 
waters north and south of the river be pro- 
tected from pollution by the system of inter- 
cepting sewers. An eleven-foot drain will 
be recommended for the Nerth Side, run- 
ning from near Rogers Park to a point near 
the mouth of the main branch of the Fiver, 
with a stream running into the North Branch 
of the river near Fullerton avenue. For the 
South Side a thirteen-foot drain is recom- 
mended, running from Eighty-seventh street 
to Thirty-second street and emptying into 
the South Branch of the river at the latter 
point. From that point north it will be rec- 
ommended the grade of existing sewers be 
changed to empty into the river. 

This system, it is believed, will afford an 
putiet into the river for all sewers now 
emptying into the lake, and the remainder 
of the work of 2 the water system 
will be done by the Drainage Canal. 

, The commission was in conference in 
Mayor Swift's office several hours erday 
and expected to finish its report during the 
session. Time did not suffice, however, and 
the report will be handed to the Mayor later.

BURNING CORN INSTEAD OF COAL. 


Many People in Nébraska Using the 
~ Food Product tor Fuel—Rail- 
roads May Give Relief. 


Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 30.—{Spectal.]}—The 
Secretaries of the State Board of Trans- 
portation are endeavoring to ascertain the 
facts in regard to reports that a large quan- 
tity of corn is being used for fuel by people 
of this State. They have sent letters of in- 
quiry to grain dealers living in all parts of 
the State. Grain dealers, to a large extent, 
are also dealers in coal, and that class was 
selected as being likely to be best informed. 
Letters in reply are now coming in. 

The Secretaries say the answers show that 
probably 50 to 75 per cent of the people in the 
corn belt are using corn for fuel. The Sec- 
retaries intend to use this information as 
the basis for an effort to secure a lower rate 
on corn and coal shipmen{s. 

The advisability of a voluntary reduction 
in these rates may be placed before the rail- 
roads as a business proposition, if it can be 
shown that such a reduction will be the 
means of increasing out shipments of corn 
and in shipments of coal, and thus inereas- 
ing the revenue to railroads as well as bene- 
fiting farmers and consumers of coal. 
Among the letters received by Secretaries is 
one from Meadow Grove, which says that 
the bankers of that town burn corn on the 
theory that it is ecohomy when coal sells 
for $7.50 per ton and corn 9 to 11 cents per 
bushel.

In nearly every case the sug- 
gestion was already incorporated in our play- 
ing code, but as it had not been enforced by 
the umpires it had become, as far as the 
public is concerned, a dead letter. 

As a matter of fact, there are plenty of 
players and managers who are unaware of 
the existence of certain rules solely because 
they are not made familiar with them by 
application. An illustration of this came 
under my notice last Christmas. The man- 
ager of a certain Eastern team, a man who 
has proven his ability by winning cham- 
pionships, called on me in my office. Inci- 
dentally he told me that he had written to 
a St. Louis paper making certain sugges- 
tions which he thought would be valuable 
to me as a member of the Rules committee. 

„I would advise you to read that letter,’ 
he said. ‘ You will get a pointer or two out 
of it that will do you good.’ 

J asked him to explain the contents to 
me at once, afd he did so. Ne was very much 
taken back when I handed him a copy of 
the rules and showed him his proposed 
amendment embodied therein. It had been 
part of the rules for three years, yet this 
man, whois an acknowledged leader of base- 
ball players, did not Know of its existence. 
He at once telegraphed to the people to 
whom he had written, asking them to elimi- 
nate that part of his letter which referred 
to the change of rules. The trouble is that 
the umpires do not enforce the rules. If

Without saying anything of the merits or 
demerits of Rhodes himself—a subject which 
may safely be left to after consideration— 
it is impossible to ignore the fact that, right- 
ly or wrongly, the extraordinary demonstra- 
tions of popular feeling throughout almost 
all South Africa are something more than 
a mere press campaign in favor of one man. 
There are not wanting level-headed states- 
men, well posted in Cape matters, who be- 
lieve that so far as Rhodes is concerned this 
present fizzle is a mere form of Bouth 
African Boulangism, which may prove to 
have as little staying power as had the 
Boulanger craze of the old days. Be that 
as it may, there is evidence throughout 
English South Africa of a great popular 
movement, Which, possibly for want of a 
better known personality, South Africa has 
identified with the name of Rhodes. The 
people are, almost to a man, dead against 
any meddling with the Chartered company. 


Dream of African Unity. 

The talk of imperial interests is but a 
distant sound to men whose one dream is of 
a united South Africa, and whose one fear is 
that the home government may by importu- 
nate meddling serve the German and Dutch 
interests better than its own. It is curious 
to observe that at the Cape, as here, the 
serious question of Rhodes’ responsibility for 
the famous raid is gradually being lost sight 

History is a plant of rapid growth in 
South Africa, and the raid is as dead as last 
year’s leaves. If Sivewrigt really spoke as 
reported it is not impossible he may be after 
all the man to make South Africa. Cham- 
berlain’s statement yesterday in the House 
of Commons on this subject bears more char- 
acte?t and abler fencing with the question 
than would the plain denial of the speech. 


Russian Factions at War, 

The struggle between the old Russians and 
those who tend to the more modern Western 
ideas is having its effect in the highest 
places. Whéther the stories of the Czar's 
old wound breaking out afresh, or of his re- 
cent insomnia and depression be true or 
not, it is certain that around him is raging 
a severe conflict, mainly on Russia's finan- 
cial policy. For the present the moving 
powers are the dowager Empress and the 
Procurator of the Holy Synod, and so far this 
is an influence for peace. 


Temporary Regency Possible. 

Rumors of a temporary regency may well 
be true, for at a late comference the Czar 
utterly broke down, and with tears running 
down his cheeks begged his wrangling ad- 
Wers to have their own way and let him 
rest. Matters are not improved by the death 
yesterday, at St. Petersburg, of the imperial 
body physician, Prof. Zedkauer. 

A disputed will case, known as the Monte 
Carlo romance, which has occupied the at- 
tention of the law courts and many columns 
of the leading papers for six days, has now 
ended in favor of Miss Plummer, lately a 
flower girl at the Hotel Metropole, in Monte 
Carlo. It illustrates, curiously enough, how 
much a man may safely drink without losing 
what is known to a British jury as a sound 
Cisposing mind.“ In this case the decision 
of the jury was an admirably fair ane. It 
found that Mr. Cunningham, whose powers 
may be estimated by the fact that on the 
last day of his life he consumed two and a 
Lalf bottles of wine besides some dozen 
glasses of spirits, was in sound mind when 
he was willing to make all the reparation 
in his power to the lady he had intended to 
make his wife. Soa Miss Plummer, against 
whom no decent witness had a word to say, 
inherits some £70,000, with more in pros- 
pect, and London society has been regaled 
with strange stories of the sunny South, 
sad enough in their way, but relievod by an 
episode of a revolver duel worthy of the 
pages of Lever or Marryat. 


Italy’s Plague Precautions. 

The Italian Government, whose ludicrous 
attempts at disinfection caused so much 
mingled amusement and annoyance in the 
cholera years, has lately been adding to its 
sanitary glories by sealing up at Brindisi an 
Englishman, sypposed to have lately ar- 
rived from Bombay, and dispatching him 
from one end of Italy to the other. In this 
imprisoned condition he was rejected at 
Chiasso, for a cautious Swiss customs officer 


stopped him as a sealed bundle of possible 


bubonic plague. The gentleman, whose 
name is still a mystery, was, after some four 
examinations and disinfections, finally re- 
leased. The unknown traveler seems to have 
accepted his odd position with perfect good 
temper, and if this humorous trick was de- 
signed to call English attention to the con- 
trast with the masterly inactivity which dis- 
tinguished their early efforts against the 
Bombay plague, it will not altogether have 
failed. Had the traveler only been an En-

THOUGHT GOES IN WAVES 


PROF. CROOKES’ THEORY REGARD- 
ING A TELEPATHIC CHAIN. 


Says It Is Not Inconceivable That In- 
tense Thought May Be Transferred 
to Its Goal Without Loss of Energy 
— reaches His Theory to British 
Society of Psychical Research—New 
Ideas Concerning a Possible World 
Beyond This. 


(SPECIAL CABLE BY H. R. CHAMBERLAIN.) 

London, Jan. 30.—The latest discovery, or 
rather the latest theory in science, is that of 
Pen So, at least, it is described in 
th idential address delivered on Thurs- 
day to the British Society of Psychical Re- 
search by Prof. William Crookes. Before 
launching his theory, he entered upon an 
elaborate calculation as to the vibrations 
which produce sound and light. Then he 
applied a similar law to the subject of 
thought transference, and suggested that it 
is conceivable that intense thought concen- 
trated by one person upon another with 
whom he is in close sympathy should induce 
a telepathic chain along which brain waves 
should go straight to their goal without loss 
of energy due to distance. Such speculation, 
was, he admitted, newand strange to science. 
It was at present strictly provisional, but he 


| 


self, and memory, and each mutually pen- 
etrable, while at the same time permeating 
what we called space. 

Prof. Crookes’ tentative speculations 
must, perhaps, be accepted as the latest and 
most liberal dictum of science with regard to 
the existence df a possible world which is be- 
yond the ken of ordinary senses, but his 
address as a whole is calculated to give keen 
stimulus to the serious investigation of 
psychica] phenomena. 

Czar’s Poor Health. 

It is difficult, if not impossible, to discover 
the truth among the mass of conflicting re- 
ports in regard to the health of the Czar. 
It is a matter of some significance that near- 
ly all the pessimist rumors come from St. 
Petersburg by way of Vienna, while all the 
official announcements affirm unequivocally 
that the Czar is in the best of health. Still 
it is practically admitted in the semi-official 
reports that the postponement of certain 
royal visits is due to the unsatis@actory con- 
dition of the health of both the Emperor and 
Empress. : 

There is no doubt whatever that the terrific 
strain of events in the last year has had a 
severe effect upon the royal couple. It could 
not have been otherwise had they been of 
the most robust physique. It is admitted 
that the young Emperor has committed tie 
same mistake his father did in insisting 
upon making a personal investigation of ev- 
ery matter demanding his attention as sov- 
ereign. His constitution is weaker than that 
of Alexander III., and the result is a partial 
nervous and physical breakdown. 4

was bold enough to make it and declare the 
time might come when it could be submitted 
to experimental tests. ? 

The professor spoke of the work which is 
being done by the society as likely to form 
no unworthy preface to a profounder science 
of man, of nature, and of worlds not real- 
ized than we yet had, and he said he could 
see no reason why any man of scientific 
mind should either shut his eyes to or stand 
deliberately aloof from it. He endeavored 
in a long argument to clear away the scien- 
tific superstitions ”™’ which prevent many 
from venturing into a research which 
might in time dominate the whole world of 
thought. 

Thorns in Society’s Path. 

One of the greatest thorns in the path of 
this society, he said, was the fact that many 
people started with a certain presupposi- 
tion, depending upon the too hasty assump- 
tion that we knew nothing more about the 
universe than isreally known. For instance, 
among those who believe with him in the 
survival of man’s individuality after death 
there Was the widespread illusion that the 
etherial bodies, if such there were, must 
correspond to the earthly bodies in shape 
and size.

London, Jan. 30.—The oldest and best 
club in London, with its unlicensed bar and 
free tap of frothy debate, is now in full 
operation. Scenes in Parllament would be 
dull if a second opposition were not forming 
below the gangway. On four occasions al- 
ready the government, with an unmanage- 
able majority, has been forced to face the 
revolt of a section of their own followers; 
each time it was the cave of the winds, not 
the cave of Adullam, but breezy and lively 
withal. 

Sir William Harcourt, with his best comedy 
manner, has officiously come to the rescue 
of the Tories and defended them against 
their own Janizaries. He has aided Mr. 
Davitt in repulsing the old Tory assault upon 
the Home Office for the release of dynamite 
convicts, has launched Sir Howard Vin- 
cent’s raid against German trade, protected 
Mr. Chamberlain against Mr. MeLean's 
strictures or a South African inquiry, and 


only once rubbed in salt when the Board of 


Trade was smarting from wounds inflicted 
by Lord Penrhyn’s defenders. 


Ministers Are Humiliated. 

While the dullness of the seasion is relieved 
by these serio-cémic episodes, the ministers 
are: humiliated by the spirit of revolt just 
noted. The debate on the labor conflict at 
Lord Penrhyn’s quarries was especially am- 
aging, sinceit disclosed Tory sympathy with 
the self-willed peer who has wantonly chal- 
lenged the workmen’s right of combination.

A nationa? alliance for the increase of fhe 
population of France has this week present- 
ed a petition to the Prime Minister setting 
forth certain drastic measures which the 
government is urged to adopt. Dr. Bertillon, 
the inventor of the system of measuring 
criminals, is at the head of the society, and 
its plan includes some interesting features. 
It proposes that government scholarships 
in schools, lyceums, and academies be given 
only to families having at least three chil- 
dren living. All favors of government, such 
as tobacconists’ licenses, concessions in the 
colonies, aré to be given to such families. 
When the claims of government officials for 
promotion are decided their number of chil- 
dren is to be taken into account. Allowances 
and traveling expenses to officials, as well as 
the salaried of sabalterns, shall be regulat- 
ed according to the number of children. 
Posts under the government, except those re- 
quiring special qualifications, are to be given 
only to fathers having more than three chil- 
dren. 

Already something has been done to en- 
courage large families. For instance, every 
seventh child may be educated and boarded 
at school at the expense of the nation. This 
law was passed some years ago, but no re- 
sults are apparent. 

Another effect of the national concern over 
the non-growth of population is the ex- 
traordinary popular interest taken just now 
in the establishment of the boulevard pois- 
sonniére, where delicate infants of diminu- 
tive weight and dimensions are reared by 
charitable hands, In the show-room of the 
place are always a dozen or more incu- 
bators, each with a tiny inmate, on exhibi- 
tion.

Reformer Must Pay Damages. 

One of London’s most reckless purity 
mongers has just been made to pay heavily 
for misrepresentation made in behalf of 
the cause of virtue. Two witnesses who op- 
posed the grant of a license for the Oxford 
Music Hall at a recent session of the County 
Council testified at the hearing that Madge 
Ellis, one of the performers, appeared on the 
stage with bare legs. Miss Ellis promptiy 
brought suit for slander, claiming £500 dani- 
ages. It was the first time a witness before 
a public body had been sued in this coun- 
try on account of evidence there given, and 
the case therefore was watched with much 
interest. It has been settled, however, by 
the defendants agreeing to pay £300 damages 
and the costs, and make a complete apology. 


Photography in Natural Colors. 

It is again announced, this time from an 
English source, that photography in natural 
colors is an accomplished fact. The news 
reaches the public through Sir Henry Wood, 
Secretary of the London Society of Arts, 
who tested the discovery with other experts 
at King’s College this week. The inventor 
is Villedien Chassagne of Paris. The process 
is simple and inexpensive. The negative is 
taken on a gelatine plate, which has been 
treated with a solution of certain salts. The 
nature of the solution used is for the present 
kept secret. 

The negative is developed and fixed in the 
ordinary way, and when finished looks like 
any other negative. From it the positive is 
printed on sensitized paper of gelatine film, 
the plate or paper having previously been 
treated withan unknown solution. The pos- 
itive looks exactly like an ordinary pho- 
tographic print and shows no trace of color. 
It is then washed over with three colored 
solutions, blue, green, and red, and it takes 
up in succession an appropriate color in 
appropriate parts and combinations of the 
colors, giving all varieties of tint. Thus 
in a landscape trees take various hues of 
green, the sky becomes blue, flowers show 
their proper colors, bricks and tiles of 
houses are red, and so on. Ina portrait flesh 
tints come out well, and the different colors 
of the costume are accurately given. The 
general appearance of the picture is that 
of a colored photograph. Looked at from a 
distance it would be taken for one, but when 
inspected under high magnifying power it 
is seen that the colors follow the details in 
a manner hardly possible for handwork. , 

Sir Henry Wood says of the test of the 
process made at King’s College: Chas- 
Sagne treated with perfect success some 
positives he had brought with him and quite 
as much success as we expected some posi- 
tives made by ourselves from negatives 
which we took of various test objects. The 
light was extremely bad, the day was foggy, 
and our pictures were inferior. Still, when 
treated as above described they showed 
color with perfect accuracy and distinct- 
ness quite sufficient to test the process. 
Amongst the things we did were a bunch of 
flowers in a colored vase and an Indian brass 
pot. The latter, though wanting in vigor, 
showed distinctly not only color, but some- 
thing of the metallic luster of the original. 
Without information as to materials used 
it seems hardly worth while to hazard a 


guess as to the nature of the process. Cer- 


tainly there is a good deal which is new, 
even mysterious, about it.

DR. BODIKER, PRESIDENT OF GERMAN STATE INSURANCE SYSTEM. 


Dr, Bddiker, the President of the German 
statb Insurance System for old age, sick- 
ness, and accidents, is a gray-haired, alert 
man, with a powerful voice and the eager 
manner of an enthusiast. Behind a pleasing 
exterior he conveys the impressicn of re- 
serve force and determination. He is the 
man who from the first has engineered this 
mighty scheme of industrial justice. 

The imperial insurance office in Berlin 
overlooks the canal in Königin Augusta 
strasse. It bas magnificent wrought iron 
gates, and just inside the entrance are the 
statues of a young man and an old man, in 
their working clothes, the signs of their 


craft. The establishment, amid a wilderness 
of fine buildings, compels a second glance. 

So far as the accident insurance scheme 
is concerned, the jntervention of the state 
is inconsiderable. The right of the work- 
man to an allowance for all industrial acci- 
dents is established by law. The state makes 
no grant whatever towards the expenses of 
compensation, the burden being borne by the 
employers’ insurance groups, which carry 
out the insurance and pension work with 
some aid from the postoffice. The imperial 
office sees that the employers’ groups are 
financially sound, and supplies a court to 
peas cases of appeal from the arbitration 
boards.

If Mr. Chamber- 
lain honestly desires to get at the truth he 
can be no party to delay, and the committee 
ought in that case to finish its labors this 
session. *

They have long suspected that they merely 
serve the purpose of giving fashionable 
physicians opportunities of gaining ex- 
pertence, to be used for the benefit of the 
rich. The new society declares that this 
suspicion is well founded, and that to it is 
due the steady diminution of the popular 
support, of such institutions, and the people's 
lack of confidence in/them. It is virtually 
beyond doubt that English physicians are 
less scrupulous in the treatment of charity 
or hospital patients than their American 
colleagues,

For two days, and well into the nighi of 
each day, Capt. Shaw prosecuted a vigorous

Tells of His Destroyer. 


“tf I but had those designs and letters, 
said the Captain after a. pause, I would 
gladly let the others go.“ : 

When pressed as to what designs he re- 
ferred to he hesitated fora moment. ‘Then 
he said with enthusiasm: 

“TI can destroy Havana or any great city 
in a night. Those endeavoring to defend 
the place will have no idea whence my mis- 
siles come. There will be no roar of can- 
non, and only when the missiles burst with 
destructive fury will they know they are 
being attacked. 

It is no visionary scheme,“ he went on. 
“TI have had a great deal of practical ex- 
perience in matters of this Kind. I was for 
a long time located at the torpedo station 
at Newport, and I only speak confidently now 
because I have demonstrated beyond any 
doubt by practical experiments the entire 
practicability of my invention. And I am 
not alone in my belief in this regard, for 
I have submitted it in all its details to the 
judgment of men of high military rank and 
acquirements and they unhesitatingly have 
pronounced it to be practical. 


Bombs with Propulsive Machinery. 


No, I do not use a gun in propelling my 
missiles. All the propulsive mechanism is 
complete in each bomb, and they go on their 
way without any noise to herald them. 

What is the propulsive power? That is 
my secret. I am not prepared to say what 
it is now. I will say, however, that I can 
project these bombs one mile or twenty 
miles, Just as I choose. I can project ten 
of them at one time, and you can judge what 
the effect would be from ten of them loaded 
with ten pounds of dynamite exploding in a 
city at the same time, I could lie off twenty 
miles from Havana, in a simple fishing 
schooner if necessary, and drop 150 of these 
engines of destruction in Havana in a single 

ight. 

It might seem that from such a great 
distance there would be much difficulty in 
placing the bombs with any particular ac- 
curacy, but I have no fears in that regard. 
I will say, too, that the bombs are exploded 
by a fuse, but their velocity will be so well 
known that the conditions must needs be 
exceedingly unfavorable to prevent accurate 
work.“ 

May Try Them on Havana, 


“ Since you refer to Havana so frequently, 
is it that you have any definite designs on 
that city?” 

“ No, I have no definite designs on Havana, 
but it is not improbable that I will communi- 
cate with Sefior Palma of the Junta, at New 
York, with reference to omplay ns my bombs 
in behalf of the cause of Cuban freedom.

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Max Nordau Thinks Us Descendants of 
Certain Fugitives—We Need No More 
Southern or Eastern Europeans. 


— 


New York, Jan. 18.— [Editor New York 
Bun}: The Vienna Neue Freie Presse of 
the Ist inst. contains a review of the com- 
mercial, political, social, and scientific his- 
tory of the world during the year 1896, from 
the. pen of Dr. Max Nordau, Prof. Lom- 
broso’s most famous disciple and author of 
several works on Degeneracy.“ A portion 
of the review of special interest is the chap- 
ter dealing with the Cuban war and its re- 


lations to this country, and I take extreme 
pleasure in presenting a literal translation 
of it to your readers for careful considera- 


tion: 

“ The Cuban revolt has been philosophical- 
ly and historically by far the most important 
event of the year just closed. It has af- 
forded Spain the opportunity of displaying 
the manhood and the bravery with which 
she has ever been credited, albeit they have 
to all appearances remained dormant for 
some time. But she cannot hold Cuba. 
Cuba will eventually tear away from her, 
or Spain will relinquish the island volun- 
tarily, either now or in the near future, for 
Cuba has behind her thexpubliec opinion of 
America, against which Europe has almost 
‘become impotent. 

„America's inimical feelings for Europe 
can be accounted for on the psychology of 
her populace. The American people are a 
nation of emigrants and descendants of 
emigrants, who, dissatisfied with their lot 
in Europe, have turned thefr back on their 
mother country. If business had been pros- 
perous they would undoubtedly have staid 
at home and supported themselves and their 
families. But they were bold and foolhardy 
spirits or they would not have risked put- 
ting up their abode in a land entirely un- 
known to them. Men of this kind have 
strong feelings, and they will never forgive 
their native land that fate should have com- 
pelled them to expatriate themselves. And if 
fortune has been kind to them abroad their 
enmity toward the old country has not 
abated a whit. On the contrary, the greater 
their prosperity the flercer do they berate 
and slander the fatherland, its people, and 
conditions. A very small coterie of Ameri- 
cans still entertain some respect for Eu- 
rope, and they eagerly come hither to study 
the arts and sciences and for that venera- 
tion for deep learning that an educated Eu- 
ropean can find only in the Acropolis or 
among the ruins of the Coliseum, But the 
overwhelming majority of the people care 
nothing about these things. They are actu- 
ated by one thought only—to isolate them- 
selves from Europe and to humble her as 
much as possible. This thought or impulse 
has resolved itself into a litical tenet 
known as the Monroe doct But this 
definition is misleading. It is not a doc- 
trine; it is only a sentiment. Americans 
will not tolerate that Europe should have 
any voice in the affairs of the New World, 
Their aim is to sequester themselves polit- 
ically, socially, spiritually, and economic- 
ally, and they will reach the goal which 
they have set up for themselves. Europe 
will be crowded off the western hemisphere 
ultimately. America will reject her Euro- 
pean master. She will not buy in her mar- 
kets, protection or no protection. She will 
be satisfied with her own self. And while 
Europe is bending down under a burden of 
militarism and despotism America is de- 
veloping wonderfully on all sides. 

Thus far Europe has had no good reason 
to be jealous of its rival. Until now it need 
have felt no solicitude on account of being 
‘outdone by America. Thus was the pros- 
perity of the United States a boon and : 
blessing to all Europe. But all this wil 
soon be at an end. America is about to shut 
its gates against Europe. It is imposing dis- 
agreeable conditions on prospective emi- 
grants. It has already made it impossible 
to many to set foot on Américan soil, and the 
immigration laws become stronger every 
day; and I have not doubt that there will 
come a day when the Monroe doctrine will 
assume a new meaning—that 1 is not com- 
patible with the dignity and High state of 
civilization of the American people to mix 
with the inferior races of Europe. 

The conclusion ie irresistible that while 
deep and dark dusk is drawing over Europe, 
the golden sun is just scattering its lustrous 
rays on the American continent. Europe 
will become fidgety and restive when it 
learns that it can no longer sendits products 
abroad, that it can no longer unload its over- 
plus of enterprising and ambitious subjects 
on the shores of America. The tension will 
become so acute that it will lead to a war be- 
tween the people of Western Europe, acting 
in concert, and the United States of America, 
the basis for which will probably be some 
novel application of the Monroe doctrine. 
Europe might score a few victories in the 
beginning, but America will triumph event- 
ually, for even assuming that such a thing 
were possible as the conquest of America 
by any cis-Atlantic power or powers, the 
conquerors themselves would in a few years 
become Americans and put a still broader 
construction on the Monroe doctrine. 

What are we to hope for? Discoveries, 
inventions, and progress of all kinds emanate 
from America, and Europe will not only be 
unable to keep up the pace with its Ameri- 
can rival, but it will experience a good deal 
of trouble to follow at a distance. America 
will make long and rapffl strides in com- 
merce, art, and science, while Europe will 
ponder the creation of new ranks for military 
officers and titles for its chamberlains and 
other functionaries.’’ ‘ 

Such is Dr. Nordau’s.remarkable account 
of the future of our great and glorious coun- 
try. What do Americans think of it? X. 

[Let the surplus overflow of European 
population migrate to South America. That 
continent is sparsely populated. It would 
not feel overcrowded if 75,000,000 Europeans 
poured into fit. But this country needs no 
more Southern or Eastern Europeans. Rus- 
sians have an abundance of outlet eastward 
along their new Asiatic railway. The climate 
and productions suit them. The Slavic 
populations should remain on their own side 
of the ocean.—Ed. Tribune. ]

From this the police con- 
clude that practically all in need have been 
supplied. 

Contributions to the Mayor's fund yester- 
day were but little leas in the aggregate 
than on Friday, the total addition to the 
fund for the day being $4,459. This brings 
the total of cash raised during the week up 
to $62,948, and the additions of yesterday 
brought the contributions of supplies of 
various kinds, estimated value, to $25,000. 
This figure does not include donations made 
through other channels than the police, and 
it is probable the total amount given to 
charity for the week, in all forms, aggre- 
gates $100,000. 

Several offers of gifts of provisions of 
various kinds were received yesterday by.

Auction Sale of Rare Issues Attracts 
Philatelists from All Over 
the World.

TREATY IS PUT AHEAD. 


SENATE COMMITTEE ACTS FAVORA- 
BLY ON ARBITRATION PACT. 


Six Are For and Four Against—Divided 
on Gold and Silwer Lines—Slight 
Amendments Are Made—Nothing 
Which Affects Settled Palicies Is 
to Be Arbitrated-—Secretary Olney 
and Pauncefete Sign Alaskan 
Treaty. : 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.— [Special. 
Two treaties between the United States and 
Great Britain were advanced today toward 
final adoption. The Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations agreed to report favora- 
bly with amendments the arbitration treaty 
and Secretary Olney and Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote signed the treaty for a commission 
to settle the Northern Alaskan boundary. 

The Venegvelan treaty has made no prog- 
ress. . 

The six members of the Senate committee 
who voted in the affirmative.on the arbi- 
tration treaty were Sherman, Frye, Davis, 
Cullom, Lodge, and Gray, and those who 
voted in the negative were Mergan, Daniel, 
Cameron, and Mills. 

This vote, strangely enough, was on finan- 
cial rather than political lines. Only one 
Democratic Senator voted for ratification 
and only one Republican Senator against it. 
All the votes for the treaty were cast by 
men who had opposed silver in the Senate 
and in the last campaign, while those in 
opposition, with the possible exception of 
that of Senator Mills, were cast by free sil- 
ver men. It is understood that the silver 
men hold that the ratification of the treaty 
would have a tendency to render this coun- 
try subservient to Great Britain. 


Senator Gray on the Treaty. 


“No great degree of importance can be 
attached to the two amendments to the arbi- 
tration treaty,” said Senator Gray of Dela- 
ware. They are perfectly consistent with 
the provisions of the treaty and in line with 
the ends which it is intended to accomplish. 
So far as I can see there is no hidden mean- 
ing in them. They simply contribute to- 
ward the perfection of the treaty, which asa 
whole is for the purpese of settling certain 
international disputes by arbitration, while 
others cannot be submitted except by a spe- 
cial agreement. 

“This modification will fit changing con- 
ditions. Ciroumstences may necessitate 
more careful consideration on certain spe- 
cific propositions that may hereafter arise 
before @hey can consistently be placed be- 
fore a tribunal of this nature and the amend- 
ment adopted will afford such an opportu- 
nity.” 

An amendment declaring in explicit terms 
that the Alaskan boundary question should 
not be included in the agreement was voted 
down as being unnecessary. 


Early Consideration Asked. 


The Chairman was insiructed to ask the 
Senate to give the treaty consideration atas 
early a day as practicable. It is expected 
that when taken up it will lead to a pro- 
tracted and animated debate in executive 
session. 

All but two of the amendments are merely 
verbal. One of the two which are essential 
strikes out the clause providing for the se- 
lection of King Oscar as umpire, leaving it 
to the two powers to select an umpire when 
one is considered necessary. . 

The other important amendment is an ad- 
dition to Art. 1 of the treaty, and reads as 
follows: 

No question which affects the foreign or 


domestic policy of either of the contracting 


parties or the relations cf either with any 
other State or power, by treaty or otherwise, 
shall be subject to arbitration under this 
treaty except by epecial agreement.“ 

This amendment was agreed to by the 
unanimous vote of the committee. The 
amendment eliminating the umpire clause 
was agreed to by a vote of 9 to 1. The vote 
in opposition to striking out the King Oscar 
clause is understood to have been cast by 
Senator Gray of Delaware. 


Alaskan Treaty Is Signed. 


‘Secretary Olney and Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, at 11 o’clock today, signed the conven- 
tion for the definition by commission of so 
much of the boundary line between Alaska 
and the British possessions as is marked by 
the IAist meridian. The treaty will be sent 
to the Senate on Monday. 

The treaty provides a commission of four 
members. The names are not given in the 
treaty, but will be agreed on hereafter. The 
commission will meet under the terms of the 
treaty in London or Washington. 

The formal name of the treaty is “A con- 
vention between the United States and Great 
Britain for the demarkation of the l4ist 
meridan, west longitude, as may be neces- 
sary for the determination of the boundary 
between their respective possessions in North 
America.“ 

Its purpose is to settle beyond doubt the 
exact location of the meridian, and thus pre- 
vent the clashing between ¢he miners, who 
have been attracted in large numbers to the 
vicinity of the boundary, and the local of- 
ficials of the two countries. The meridian 
named the 14lst, west longitude, was not 
selected as the boundary line by Secretary 
Olney and Sir Julian Pauncefote, but was 
laid down as the line of division in the treaty 
of cession, by which Alaska was passed by

CAUSE OF BIMETALLISM IN EUROPE. 


Situation Reviewed by French, Ger- 
man, and Engliss: Writers with Ref- 
erence to Senator Wolcott's Visit. 


London, Jan. 28~The February number of 
the National Review will contain an impor- 
tant review of the bimetallic situation in 
Europe by the leaders of the movement in 
England, France, and Germany, arranged 


Senator Wolcott of Colorado. 

Edmond d’Artois, Secretary of the French 
Bimetallic League, contributes a careful 
article on the steady growth of the move- 
ment in France. He says there is no doubt 
the French Government and a great 
majority of the French Parliament are in 
favor of bimetallism, adding: 

Our hopeg today are greater than ever, 
because we believe the American election 
has revealed to Europe generally and to 
England especially the impasse (blind alley) 
ee 2 gold monometallism has led the 
world.” 

Dr. Otto Arendt, a member of the German 
Reichstag and of the Prussian Diet, Hon- 
orary Secretary of the German Bimetallic 
League, asserts that only England blocks 
the way. : 

Germany.“ he adds, will participate in 
a conference called by any other power, and 
will not, as in 1892, be represented by fanat- 
ical gold men, but will contribute by raising 
and fixing the price of silver to liberal 
trade.“ 

Lord Aldenham, a director of the Bank of 
England, devotes much ee to refuting 
the arguments of the Gold Standard Defense 
Association. He thinks the month of March 
will enable Mr. McKinley to carry out the 
St. Louls program in regard to bimetallism, 
and closes thus: 

There ts no doubt that France and the 
United States, by agreeing together, could 
themselves maintain a bimetallic law, but 
for greater ceftainty and confidence it would 
be reasonable that they should ask the co- 
operation of England and Germany.”

DIME SAVINGS GIVES UP. 


FINALLY DRAGGED DOWN BY THE 
ATLAS NATIONAL LIQUIDATION. 


On Application of Stockholder Reed 
Judge Freeman Appoints a Re- 
ceiver—Dividend of 30 Per Cent of 
Deposits to Be Paid Soon, but No 
One Knows Just When the Other 
$200,000 Will Be Returned to Its 
Owners—History of the Failure. 


The refusal of one stockholder of the Dime 
Savings Bank to guarantee the deposits of 
the institution, and the subsequent fallure 
of negotiations for the sale of the bank’s 
stock to a local trust company, resulted yes- 
terday in the institution permanently turn- 
ing its face to the wall aad expiring. 

On application of George W. Reed, a stock- 
holder, and till a month ago Treasurer of the 
bank, Judge Freeman appointed Ralph Met- 
calf, the present Treasurer, receiver of the 
bank. On Monday morning Mr. Metcalf will 
ask the court for permission to pay to the 
depositors 30 per cent of their deposits. The 
balance probably will not be paid for sev- 
éral months at least, and possibly not for 
years. 

The Dime Savings Bank practically has 

been out of business since the Atlas National 
Bank went into voluntary liquidation. The 
fact that some of the borrowing directors of 
that bank were also directors in the small 
institution started a run, which was only 
checked by the requiring of ninety-day 
notices. No money since has been paid to 
depositors except where the loss of their 
money would have resulted in actual suffer- 
ing. ! 
On Nov. 1 the deposits were $388,796.35. 
The cash on hand, which according to the 
November statement amounted to $4,125.05, 
with $55,714.38 due from other banks, had 
grown to $120,000 yesterday, acocrding to 
the bank's attorney, instead of $125,000, as 
was stated in the bill for a receiver. 


Deposits Foot Up 8388, 700. 

With the exception of this available cash, 
however, the assets of the bank are being 
realized on slowly. 
on farms in Bureau County, of which at 
this time it will be impossible to dispose, 
and a large part of the remaining assets 
is Cook Cqunty real estate, mostly unim- 
proved and located in the suburbs. It will 
require at least a year, it is believed, to 
realize on this. Some of the paper which 
the bank holds is second mortgages. 

Of the other paper on which the Institu- 
tion must realize before it can pay another 
dividend after the one planned for next week 
a considerable amount does not fall due 
for from one to two years. Not even the 
directors have beén given any idea how 
soon the remaining 70 per cent of the de- 
posits of $362,000 can. be reduced, 

The directors of the bank already have 
contributed over $200,000 in cash to help out 
the affairs of the bank and $45,000 in real 
estate where they had no cash. The first 
contribution was made as far back as 1893, 
the second in 1894, and the last when the 
institution became involved by the Atlas 
failure. 

One Stockholder a Stumbling-Block. 

Since that time the directors have been 
sought to guarantee the deposits of the bank 
so that its affairs could be wound up without 
a receiver. It was said last night by persons 
on the inside of the bank’s affairs that all 
of the stockholders agreed to this with one 
exception. The refusal of this one man upset 
all of the negotiations. Then a sale was 


Trust company. This also fell through, fur 
what reason the men who had negotiated 
the sale refused to say. Then some of the 
stockholders became dissatisfied at the way 
afiairs were going. 

The bill filed yesterday states that a re- 
ceiver is necessary to protect the sharehold- 
ers who are not on the Board of Directors 
and to prevent a multiplicity of suits from in- 
terfering with the disposal of the bank’s se- 
curities. ; 

Receiver Metcalf is not at all hapeful of a 
speedy payment of the second dividend. “I 
shall ask the court to allow me to pay out 
30 per cent to the depositors next Monday,.“ 
he said, but I have no idea when the bal- 
ance will be paid.“ 

According to the bill on which the receiver 
was appointed, the institution has 4,000 
depositors, and a yearly rental of its safe 
deposit vaults amounting to about $4,400. 
The statement of the bank’s condition made 
the first of November last was as follows:

Russia to the United States. 
Meridian Is Elusive. 


The difficulty has been to tell just where 
the meridian actually, runs, and is by no 
means an easy task in such a rough, rugged, 
and snowbound country as Central Alaska. 
Even in more hospitable climes the task of 
defining physically such an abstract line as 
a meridian is beset with difficulties, so that 
it was a matter of no surprise that in the 
present case the two countries should clash 
often, now that the territory is known to 
include extensive and valuable gold de- 
posits. 

At set distances points will be established 
by astronomical observations, and these will 
be connected by lines run by surveyors in 
the usual manner; monuments will be 
erected and the boundary will be definitely 
fixed. The work of the commission will be 
final, for no appeal will lie from its decision. 

The convention just signed does not, how- 
ever, settle the whole Al boundary 
question, which has been pending for many 
years between the United States and Great 
Britain. It does provide for the settlement 
of that portion relating to the northern 
boundary, about half of the actual boundary 
line between Alaska and the British posses- 
sions, and fortunately the portion which de- 
manded instant treatment to remove the pos- 
sibility of dangerous friction.

This is the most significant act 
80 far of the President-elect with reference to his 
administration, and in several essential regards is 
the most promising. It shows at the very outset 
that Mr. McKinley, as to the most serious selec- 
tion he has to make, is guided not by narrow parti- 
eanship but by patriotic desire for the public good 
and by unflinching devotion to principle. 


Cincinnati Commercial-Gagette: The choice 
President-elect McKinley makes for Secretary of 
the Treasury will commend itself to the strong 
common sense of the country. Mr. Gage being a 
Western man and sound on finance may be ex- 
pected to at least disarm any adverse criticism 
by all but the extremists in the silver strong- 
hold, while he will be satisfactory to the East, as 
few other Western men could be. As a man of 
broad views and strong intellect, untinged with 
financial heresies, as a man of solid standing 
and towering influence in the business world he 
will be satisfactory to the whole Nation. 


Milwaukee Wisconsin: Mr. Gage, like Albert 
Gallatin, whom Jefferson called to that depart- 
ment. is a debt-payer, and he will try to so share 
the national finances as to meet all the wants of 
the government and also have a surplus to apply 
upon the national debt. Mr. Gage possesses mora! 
courage, which is an essential requisite in a Finance 
Minister. Tk? contrast between the respective 
administrat’_as of Gage and Carlisle will be so 
noticeable in the public estimation that the differ- 
ence will seem as great as between the heaven and 
the earth, and the country may rest assured that 
there will be no deficiency in the national finances 
if legislation and human skill can avoid it as long 
as Lyman J. Gage remains at the head of the 
Treasury Department of the United States. 


Milwaukee Sentinel: It would be difficult, if 
not impossible, for any competent judge, after 
passing in reviéw the Americans who are qualified 
to do the work which falls to a Secretary of the 
Treasury, to say where Mr. McKinley could have 
found a better man for the place than Mr. Lyman 
J. Gage. Mr. McKinley hase made that very rare 
thing, an ideal appointment. It is possible, it is 
even probable, that as an expositor Mr. Gage will 
fall short of Mr. Carlisle's brilliant clearness. But 
upon every other point the shortcomings of Mr. 
Carlisie’s administration will by contrast heighten 
the effect of Mr. Gage’s, and even doubters, if at 
present there are any, are likely to perceive be- 
fore long the wisdom of Mr. McKinley in putting 
a business-man in the Treasury Department. 

Philadelphia Press: The appointment of Mr. 
Gage gives the highest assurance of the absolute 
and courageous fidelity of the administration un- 
der all circumstances to sound money. With such 
a Secretary there can be no variableness or shadow 
of turning. He is an inflexible adherent of the 
gold standard, and both in his public expressions 
and his practical action he will enforce and main- 
tain it. His views upon some secondary phases 
of the currency question and upon the tariff are 
less well known, but it may be taken for granted 
that full and free conference has shown them to 
be satisfactory to the President-elect, and if they 
are in accord with his position and purpose they 
will be acceptable to the country. Mr. Gage has 
been only a moderate partisan. This will detract 
nothing from the strength and value of his ap- 
pointment. It will address itself to the favor and 
commertdation of the great y of right-minded 
men who look beyond all jeanship simply to 
the welfare of the country. No selection could 
have been made which would have secured more 
cordial approval from those who upon patriotic 
grounds supported Maj. McKiniey as the repre- 
sentative of the cauge of public honor and financial

Effects Bring $250, the Price of a Judg- 
ment, and Are Bought by a Friend 
—Enterprise to Ge On. 


CHICAGO MEN BAGERLY PRAISE THE 
NEW BUSINESS BODY. 


They Hope the Non-Partisan Organiza- 
tion Will Be a Great Benefit to the 
Commercial and Agricultural In- 
terests of the Country — Secretary 
Gilbert Corrects Wrong Impressions 
—C. H. Slack, F. B. Tobey, and A. H. 
Revell Give Interviews. 


The National Business League, a full ac- 
count of the organization, objects, and pur- 
poses of which was given in Tue TRIBUNE 
of yesterday, has met with the wide and 
hearty approval of the business community. 
Nothing but praise was heard yesterday for 
the new scheme for heading off political ma- 
chines, and for seeing that the government 
shall be the servant of the people and devote 
itself to promoting their interests. 

Movement Is Purely Non-Partisan. 

Secretary Gilbert sat in the headquarters 
of the league, Room 725 of the Stock, Ex- 
change Building, yesterday a proud and sat- 
isfied man. All his visitors had spoken en- 
thusiastically of the work, and he had been 
informed that it was all the talk on the rail- 
road trains among the business-men as they 
came into town yesterday morning. 

I was sorry, though,“ said Mr. Gilbert, 
“to see two errors in regard to the league in 
the morning newspapers. One called it the 
‘ Business-Men’s League,’ and you know 
that would shut out the women. We are 
anxious not to have the impression go out 
that the interests of women are to be ig- 
nored. Another paper spoke of the league 
as a Republican organization and specially 
allied to the incoming administration, which 
is a still more mischievous mistake. The 
league is strictly non-partisan, and in all 
that I have heard its members say I have 
never been able to distinguish from what 
they said to what party they belong. I am 
happy to report that in every direction, as 
far as I have learnéd, the movement has 
excited the greatest enthusiasm."’ 

For a New Government Department. 

John W. Ela said: 

I have already expressed myself freely 
in THe TRIBUNE on this important matter, 
but there is one more point to which I would 
like to allude. We are much interested in 
the bill introduced in the United States Sen- 
ate by Senator Frye of Maine, providing for 
another governmental department, to be 
called the Department of Manufactures and 
Commerce. We greatly need such a depart- 
ment in our work. There already isin every 
department a bureau of statistics to which 
we can apply for the information needed in 
our operations. But it always has been 
difficult to obtain coherent and authoritative 
information from these sources. If the new 
department is formed it is contemplated to 
remove all these bureaus into it, and con- 
solidate them. That will be of the greatest 
service to us. In the meanwhile it is.grat- 
ifying to know that our movement meets 
with encouragement on all sides, and that 
already two or more States are beginning to 
take steps looking to similar organizations.”’ 


Hopes far Deliverance from Trusts. 


Charles H. Slack said: 

I think the league is a good thing. Ihave 
not paid much attention to it since I signed 
the constitution, but I think it must accom- 
plish some good. What I would like to see 
it do above all things is to deliver the coun- 
try from trusts and combinations. I have 
little hope that it can ever do this, but if it 
could it would be the greatest existing pub- 
lic benefactor.”’ 

Frank B. Tobey said: 


J understand the object of the Business 


League to be the encouragement of legisla- 
tion for business instead of for politics. Ido 
not see how there can be any two opinions 
in regard to the desirability of such a move- 
ment, though I somewhat fear that some 
Congressmen will oppose it through selfish 
motives. I think the league should address 
iteelf first of all to the reformation of the 
tariff, so as to s@cure a tariff that will not be 
exorbitantly high, but will produce a suffi- 
cient revenue. The currency question [ 
think we cannot tackle just now. But these 
are only two out of hundreds of matters that 
should ultimately attract our attention. I 
consider the appointment of Mr. Gage tothe 
Treasury Department as one of the things 
exceedingly favorable at the present time to 
the work which we have marked out for our- 
selves.“ 
Will Help the Toilers. 


Alexander H. Revell said: 

I have a high opinion, indeed, of the 
Business League and its destiny. Not the 
least of its benefits will accrue to the labor- 
ing classes. It is the object of the league, 
among other things, to secure legislation 
that will advance the interests of working 
people as well as merchants. The appoint- 
ment of Mr. Gage as Secretary of the Treas- 
ury will greatly facilitate this work. 

J think it cannot be disputed that there 
is an indteposition on the part of present 
and past members of Cabinets to urge for- 
ward commercial enterprises; and there is 
and has been a want of fitness for that 
work, as it requires specifically a mercantile 
mind to do it. The whole history of the 
country shows that commerce and industry 
have thrived, not by the assistance of the 
government, but in spite of it. 

Congress an Obstruction to Trade. 


Both Congress and the Cabinet have, 
without intending to doit, been an obstruc- 
tion and discouragement to trade with for- 
eign nations. An incalculable advantage 
would accrue to this country through the 
creation of a department of commerce and 
industry, and putting in charge of it as soon 
as possible a Cabinet officer. Perhaps this

osition in no uncertain manner. 

An especial interest could be taken M the 
American market, including South and Cen- 
tral America, Which trade lies at our very 
door. We share so littie in this trade, how- 
ever, that when a short time ago a body of 
representative manufacturers of the United 
States desired to visit the Argentine Repub- 
lic they had to go to England first and then 
recross the South Atlantic. Nearly all 
money transactions in this country with 
South and Central America are done through 
London. We must strike for this trade with 
a commercial battle ax and conquer. It is to 
their interest down there as weil as ours up 
here. l 
Interest in Paris Exposition. 

„Then, again, why could not this league 
begin at once and take some interest in the 
coming Paris exposition? While it is usual 
to have the first steps taken by the govern- 
ment at Washington, Still it is on the busi- 
ness and agricultural interests that will de- 
volve the burden of making a commendable 
display. 

We should make an unexcelled exhibit 
at Paris, commensurate with our resources 
and dignity as a Nation, and, enrouraged 
by this Business League,“ we might make 
a display such as would completely startle 
those who saw the Liliputian American ex- 
hibit of 1889. I was there, and it was only 
the transplendent glory of our own World's 
Fair that induced a complete recovery from 
the shock and mortification which I felt. 1 
hope to see the sentiment, ‘commercial 
supremacy for the United States and com- 
plete protection for the American laborer and 
farmer,’ the one that will rule the new or- 
ganization.” .

Woodlawn women are evincing considera- 
ble interest in a peculiar case tried in Justice 
, Quinn's court yesterday. Mrs. Washington 
Folk and her daughter, No. 242 Sixty-third 
street, were prosecuted by representatives 
of the Woodlawn Woman's club and several 
colored societies In Hyde Park, charged 
with having beaten and mistreated Nadine 
Williams, a 13-vear-old colored girl, who was 
adopted by Mrs. Folk several years ago, and 
hae since been in the Folk family. Justice 
Quinn imposed a fine of $10 and costs on Mrs. 
Folk and dischargeé the daughter. 
Every witness for the prosecution testified 
positively that the colored girl had been 
abused and cruelly beaten by Mrs. Folk, and

of the alleged cruelties. Nadine Williams 
astonished the prosecution by testifying that 
she had not been seriously abused by the 
Folks, ang wanted to return to the Folk 
home in preference to living with her mother, 
whose home is in Marshall, Mo. 

This odd turn of affairs has caused conster- 
nation among those who have been prosecut- 
ing the case, but they say they do not intend 
dropping the matter. Mrs. Folk will take an 
appeal from the finding of Justice Quinn. 

Mrs. Sadie Stokes, employed in the family 
of Dr. Chauncey Courtright, whose apart- 
ments adjoin the flat of Mrs. Folk, said she 
had frequently heard Mrs. Folk whipping 
Nadine, and on one occasion she interfered, 
She said Mrs. Folk threatened to throw her 
down-stairs if she did not mind her own 
business. Other witnesses declared the girl 
had been abused. Mra Folk admitted hav- 
ing whipped Nadine when she occasionally 

became unmanegeable, 

“Young Missis Folk done taught me all 
through the readers,“ said the girl, an' 
they are giving me a good lot of learning.“ 

Mrs. Wiams had come from Marshall to 
attend the trial and wanted to take her back 
to Marshall. To this Nadine raised a vehe- 
ment protest. 

Attorney Parker says he will make appli- 
cation before Judge Goggin next week for a 
writ of habeas corpus for the girl and have 
her placed in other hands. 


SETS ASIDE THE BLGIN WATCH AWARD 


Judge Showalter Decides a Legal Con- 
troversy Pending in the Courts 
Eight Years. 


Judge Showalter yesterday set aside 
Master Bishop’s award of $25,837 in favor of 
the Elgin Watch company against the IIII- 
nois Watch company. Eight years ago the 
Illinois Watch company was enjoined from 
further infringement on an improved stem 
winder to watch movements. The master 
reported that the Illinois Watch company 
had made 12,886 watch movements contain- 
ing the improved stem winder, and that, ac- 
cording to the books of the Elgin company 
on the same grade of watches, the profits 
were $25,337. Judge Showalter said the 
master erred in making the damages the 
profits on the whole watch movement. The 
stem winder was but a small part of a 
watch, and the proportional share of the 
profits that it contributed to the whole 
should have been ascertained, and not the 
profits of a complete watch. He directed 
that nominal-damages be found for the com- 
plainants, and that the complainants pay the 
cost of the reference. 

Judge Showalter also dismissed the patent 
bill of Gormully & Jeffery against the West- 
ern wheel. works for infringembnt upon a 
bicycle brake. He held that the device was 
the application of an old principle in mechan- 
ics, and its application to bicycle use did not 
— it patentable.” Notice of appeal was 
given. |

If the above statement were true, it would 
completely wreck the building and loan busi- 
ness in Tennessee, and would affect thou- 
sande of shareholders all over the country. 
That it is not a fact, however, is shown by 
the following opinion of United States Dis- 
trict-Attorney J. H. Bible: 

The Supreme Court has rendered no de- 
cision that even remotely affects injuriously 
the contracts of building and loan associa- 
tions, where such associations have com- 
plied with their charter and by-laws, but on 
the contrary the Supreme Court, without a 
single exception, has upheld and sustained 
all such building and loan contracts. It has 
decided some cases against building and loan 
associations, but in each instance it has been 
because the building and loan association in 
making its contracts had not complied with 
the law. 

Here is the language of the Supreme 
Court: Our conclusion is that the contracts 
under consideration were authorized by the 
act of the Legislature under which the de-

County Physician E. C. Fortner declared he 


misunderstood my meaning as regards com- 
parative prices. Pickerel and bass are called 
fine fish, and I only claimed that carp brought 
better prices than our coarse native fishes. 
A glance at the Fishing Gazette, published 
in New York, will disclose some interesting 
facts regarding prices, and show that carp 
bring nearly double the priceof buffalo. 

So much for its commercial value; and 
now to revert to some of the other counts in 
the indictment. I have no personal knowl- 
edge of Wolf Lake, perhaps the game fishes 
have all been seined out of that lake, and the 
carp thrown back with the other coarse 
fish, but I have an Intimate knowledge of all 
the principal rivers of the State and know 
positively that there is not, and has not been, 
any diminution in the ratio of fine fish to the 
coarse; on the contrary, their increase has 
been in the same proportion as the increase 
in carp. It is possible that the carp may in- 
advertently destroy the s of other fishes 
by ‘‘ wallowing on them, but certainly the 
destruction in that way is not more than that 
occasioned by the bass and pickerel them- 
selves, as they eat any fish smaller than 
themselves. I cannot deny that the carp 
eat the seedis of the wild rice, for I do not 
know, personally; but I should not be sur- 
prised if they did. as they are naturally al- 
most purely vegetable feeders, Still, I think 
it likely that the gradual disappearance of 
the wild rice, which had been going on for 
years before the introduction of the carp, 
is due partly to cHmatic changes, aided by 
the devastation of seeds due to the ravages 
of the ducks and other wild fowls. 

Controversies in these matters settle noth- 
ing, but I will make this proposition to Mr. 
Briggs: If he will produce a cross between 
the carp and buffalo and can get it iden- 
tified as such by Prodf,,8. A. Forbes, State 
entomologist, or any other known author- 
ity on fish, I will not only admit my mistake, 
but will pay all the expense incidental and 
add $1 per pound to the pries of the fish,

Hostile railroad legislation in nearly all 
of the Western granger States during the 
present sessions of the Legislatures is al- 
most certain.

General Manager Howard Elliett of the 
Burlington’s Missouri lines and P. 8. Eustis, 
the General Passenger Agent of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railway. In his argu- 
ment Mr. Eustis opposed the bill because it 
was unnecessary, seriously injurious to a 
great business, of no real beriefit to any one, 
and would materially affect the prosperity 
and development of the State.

Chairman Caldwell of the Western Pas- 
genger Association says that these tele- 
grams convey an erroneous representation, 
as the bill is not in the interest of higher 
rates and did not emanate from the rail- 
roads, but from the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, which, after a careful investi- 
gation, lasting several days, reached the 
conclusion that the ticket scalping business 
was adverse to the interests of the public 
as well as the railways, and in forwarding 
the present bill reported that ticket scalping 
was “‘ hurtful both to the roads and to the

Washington, D. C., Jan. 28.—For more 
than an hour the Senate this afternoon dis- 
cussed in executive session the pomination 
of Ex-member of Congress William 8. For- 
man of Illinois to be Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, and finally confirmed aim 
by a vote of 41 to 15. The opposition wae 
based.almost entirely upon Mr. Forman’s 
gold stahdard advocacy in the recent cam- 
paign.

PAYS $4,000 FOR A FIGHTING COCK. 


Baril of Ellesmere Buys a Fancy Bird 
at a Price Which Breaks All 
Records. 


Cock fighting in America, authorities are 
agreed, has seen its day. Even in England. 
conservative in all things and most con- 
eervative in sports, the cocking main is 
rapidly becoming a thing of the past. But 
that the love of a good game bird has not 
wholly died out is proved by the price oneof 
them recently commanded. 

At a poultry show in Birmingham, En- 
gland, Capt. Heaton of Worsley, Manches- 
ter, acting for the Baril of Ellesmere, paid 
$1,000 for a black-red game cock. 

The price isa record-breaker. At pitsides 
men under the excitement of the main have 
often offered large sums for a bird, but so 
far as is known none has ever been sold for 
so great a price, even in the palmy days of 
cock fighting. The cock for which it was 
paid is considered by experts one of the 
soundest-colored birds ever reared. It has

an extraordinary reach, and in size and 
‘shape is remarkable. 

ta the Western States cock fighting has 
never achieved great popularity, but in the 
Bast it at one time stood in high favor, and 
among the men who then took,an interest in 
it the price paid by the Earl of Ellesmere 
has excited considerable comment. 

“If any bird in this country ever command- 
ed such a price,” said one old-timer, “ my 
memory does. not recall the bird or the price. 
But while we have not paid much money for 
— game cocks, we have spent a lot of 

oney on them. In the days when 
Philadelphia and New York and New 
York and Long Island birds did 
battle I have known $5.000 and more to 
be at stake upon the issue of a main, and 
when passions arose, as usually they do 
arise in men gathered around a pit, the wag- 
ers were limited only by the amount of 
money each man had in his clothes.” 

It is not thought that the high price paid 
for the English bird is either the effect or 
the forerunner of a revival of general inter- 
est in cock fighting. Cock mains have lost 
that semi-respecta le patronage which they 
once had, and the end of the gamecock 
seems not fat distant. In the great cities

share at least, the dangers of drought, and 
to make possible the cultivation of land here- 
tofore believed unavailable. This was fol- 
lowed on Dec. 27 by another article on the 
same subject. And now comes information 
of a discovery on similar lines which gives 
promise, not only of making land more 
productive, but also of preventing that ex- 
haustion of the soil which takes place after 
a number of years of uninterrupted cultiva- 
tion. The-inventor of the new plan is Nicola 
Tesla, and an account of it has been given in 
the New York World by Mr. Garrett P. Ser- 
viss, to whom Mr. Tesla explained his 
scheme. 

Nicola Tesla’s latest contribution to si- 
ence opens up one of the most surprising 
visions of man’s future control over nature 
that the nineteenth century has produced. 
It shows that not only may the earth be 
made more productive, but that out of the 
circumambient air may be drawn an ele- 
ment which can restore the exhausted ener- 
gies of the soil and increase the fertility of 
even the most richly favored lands. Mr. 
Tesla is not fond of publicity, and while will- 
ing to discuss the bearings of his discovery, 
he professed to confine his public statements 
concerning it to the bare presentation of the 
scientific facts. 

As the earth fille with inhabitants and 
more and more of its arable soil is placed 
under cultivation to supply the necessities 
of life the greater becomes the need to make 
every square foot of land contribute its ut- 
most quota of, vegetable products. Yet, as 
everybody knows, the elements in the soil 
that make it fertfle are not inexhaustible. 
On the contrary, they can easily be drained 
off by too prodigal cultivation, and then the 
jaded land lies almost powerless to nourish 
vegetation until either through the opera- 
tion of slow natural processes or by the ap- 
plication of artificial stimulants its potency 
is restored. Many wornout farms exist all 
over the country, and frequently their own- 
ers find the expense of applying fertilizing 
agents in proper quantities too great for 
their resources, and so the land continues, 
like a weary and overworked animal, a bur- 
den to its possessor and to itself. 

In the neighborhood of large cities the soil, 
se: with powerful stimulants, is driven 

ike an engine with safety valve tied down, 
in order to supply the pressing and ceaseless 
demands that are made upon it. In many 
places it becomes practically an artificial] 
soil, and, although its productiveness is 
maintained, yet the cost is great. 


Fertilised with Nitrogen. 


Now it so happens that while at present 
it is necessary to go to various and more or 
leas remote parts of the world to find nat- 
ural deposits of those compounds which are 
able to fertilize exhausted soil or to incur 
much expenge in manufacturing them, the 
chief element in their composition, nitrogen, 
exists in abundancé, suspended over every 
acre of land. One-fifth of the volume of 
the atmosphere consists of nitrogen. I 
that nitrogen could be induced easily and 
cheaply to enter into the combinations es- 
sential to the growth of vegetation the re- 
sult would be an immense boon to mankind 
and an enormous increase of the productive 
power of the earth. 

It would appear that this great boon may 
be actually at hand. The experiments and 
discoveries on which this atatement is 
based are due to Mr. Tesla. That he should 
have followed up an investigation of this 
kind is in itself a guarantee of the scientific 
value of the results attained. Mr. Tesla has 
the dislike of premature conclusions, which 
is characteristic of all great original minds 
in science, and the only utterance which he 
has made on the subject is contained in a 
contribution to the Electrical Review, in 
which, speaking of the effects produced 
by his electric oscillators, he says 

„With currents produced by perfected 
electrical oscillators the production of ozone 
ig so abundant that it is sufficient to merely 
turn on the current for e few seconds and 
ozonize strongly the atmosphere of a large 
hall. These currents are also Reale Oy of 
bringing about chemical combinatione of 
which the chief is that of the nitrogen with 
the oxygen of the atmosphere, and an im- 
mense possibility, which I have been follow- 
ing up for a long time, is opened up—namely: 
the combination of the nitrogen of the at- 
mosphere on an trial scale by practic- 
ally no other means than mechanical power. 
If merely fertilizers of the soil would be 
manufectured in this manner, the benefits 
to humanity derived therefrom would be in- 
calculable.” 

The power of an électric current of great 
pressure to produce ozone has long been 
knowm Every lightning stroke produces 
ozone. But Mr. Tesla claims that such cur- 
rents are also capable of producing com- 
pounds of atmospheric nitrogén, and such 
compounds in turn can be directly applied 
to the fertilization of the soi). A current of 
about 2,000,000 vibrations a second suffices, 
he says, to cause such results. It only re- 
malns to construct a machine with whose aid 
the farmer and the gardener can draw nitro- 
gen from its exhaustiess source in the at- 
mosphere and transform it into the required 
compounds, This has not yet been done, 
but it should present no great difficuity now 
that the principle on which it isto act has 
been demonstrated. Mr. Tesla’s idea is to 
employ an oscillator which converts mechan- 
ical energy directly into electricity, while 
the air to be acted upon is confined in a 
tube through which the current can pass. 
The result of the process will be a combina- 
tion of the nitrogen with the oxygen, from 
which a nitric acid salt can be obtained for 
application to the soil. 


Action Almeost Instantaneous. 


In this manner electricity can be caused 
to achieve, almost instantaneously what the 
slow action of the sun's rays, falling upon 
the soll of a worn-out farm, requires years 
to accomplish. Moreover, there is reason to 
believe that increased feotndity can thus 
be imparted to the soil. The value of every 
fertilizer is measured by the amount of nitro- 
gen it contains. But by the use of the new

Placed squarely in the center of the rap- 
idly disappearing ruins of the old Postoffice 
stands the cheapest house in Chicago on the 
most valuable piece of property. 

It is a little one-storied affair, and evident- 
ly was erected without a permit from the 
Building Department, for it is made of wood 
and is certainly inside the fire limits. The 
ground it occupies is a space twenty feet 
square in the middle of the block. Rough, 
second-hand planking was used in its con- 
struction, sides and roof of the same ma- 
terial, while from its top riges a rusty and 
much used piece of smoky stove-pipe. There 
is one window on each of two sides, the 
windows consisting of much used and bat- 
tered sashes, each containing four small and 
extremely dirty panes of glass.

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THE CABINET NEARLY COMPLETED. | 

Inauguration day will not come for a little 
over four weeks, and President’ McKinicy 
has so nearly completed his Cabinet that 
he ean devote a month to finishing off and 
polishing up his inaugural message. Ile can 
also put in some work on the message he 
will send to Congress when it meets in extra 
seasion. He will not have much time to 
devote to it after he reaches Washington, 

The make-up of the Cabinet is as follows: 

Secretary of State—John Sherman of Ohio. 

Secretary of the. Treasury—Lyman J. Gage of 
Tilinots. 

Secretary of War—Ruesef! A. Alger of Michigan. 

Secretary ef the Navy—John D. Long of Massa- 
chusetts. 

Secretary of the Interior—Joseph McKenna of, 


California. 
Secretary of Agriculture—James Wilson of Iowa. 


A Postmaster-General and an Attorney- 
General are yet to be selected. It is rumored. 
that a New-Yorker may get the former 
place. That State could have had the Navy 
Department, but Mr. Bliss declined 10 go 
into the Cabinet. 

The position of Attorney-General has been 
offered to Judge Goff of West Virginia and 
declined by him. It seems probable that 
some Kentuckian will be selected for the 
place. That is proper. There ought to be 
one Cabinet officer from the South and Ken- 
tucky is the State which should have the 
preference. 

. There is one point to which President Mc- 
Kinley will doubtless give due weight in 
selecting his Attorney-General. That is, 
he will satisfy himself that the man he 
chodses is not a sympathizer with trusts, 
either railroad or industrial. 

The people are demanding with increasing 
urgency that war be waged on these illegal 
combines. They want to see the virtues of 


the national laws against those combines 


tested fully. Then, if those laws are shown 
to have defects, they can be amended. So 
there should be in the Cabinet an Attorney- 
General whose policy regarding trusts will 
not be that of Olney, but will be so energetic 
as to satisfy the people. 

The selections already made and officially 
or unofficially announced meet with popular 
approval. That of Mr. Gage is received 
with great and general satisfaction. There 
is a Unanimous opinion that no better choice 
could have been made, and that after the 
lapse ofemany years there will be again a 
great Secretary of the Treasury. 

All those whose names have been men- 
tioned have been long in public life. Mr. 
Gage has never held an office, elective or ap- 
pointive, but he has been conspiuous in 
public life for many years, and is more wide- 
ly known than some of those who are to be 
his colleagues. 

All of those colleagues have served in Con- 
gress except Gen. Alger, and he has been 
Governor of Michigan. All of them are 
trained men of ripe experience. Senator 
Sherman stands at the head with his forty 
years of public service. The two places yet 
vacant will be filled by able men, and then 
President McKinley will have one of the 
strongest Cabinets any American President 
has ever had. 


COMMITTEE OF FIFTY ON THE DRINK 
PROBLEM. 

Some three years ago fifty gentlemen, 
most of them residents in Boston and New 
York, organized themselves-into a commit- 
tee for the investigation of the drink prob- 
lem in the United States. The study of 
the whole subjett was to be conducted in 


the most thorough, impartial, and really. 


scientific manner. What was aimed at 
would in effect, it was hoped, be a contribu- 
tion to the creation of a distinctly new 
science. Four subcommittees were ap- 
pomted on different aspects of the drink 
problem—the physiological, the legislative, 
the economic, and the ethical aspects of 
the case. ä 

The subcommittee on the legislative phase 
of the problem was composed of three dis- 
tinguished college Presidents, Charles W. 
Nliot of Harvard University, Seth Low of 
Columbia University, and J. C. Carter of 
Williams College. They received from the 
Committee of Fifty $6,500 toward the em- 
ployment of such expert assistants as they 


‘might need in the study on the grouhd of 


the history and working of the experimental 
liquor legislation in those States of the Union 
where such legislation has been especially 
characteristic and instructive. This com- 
mittee has already made its report to the 
main committee and a volume will presently 
be published containing in full the evidence 
on which its conclusions have been based. 
Meanwhile President Eliot in the Feb- 
ruary Atlantic gives a concise statement 
of the results which the committee have 
reached in their study of American liquor 
laws, their part in the study of the com- 
prehensive drink problem. Whatever weight 
their personal opinions may be thought to 
have, it is certain that the whole subject 
will command on all sides extraordinary 
attention. The time is opportune for it. 
The two experts employed to assist the 
committee in their investigations were Dr. 
Fred H. Wines of Illinois and Mr. John 
Korep of Bostén. Dr. Wines devoted nine 
months to the study of the working of the 
liqnor laws in Missouri, Iowa, Ohio, and 
Indiana. Mr. Korew gave three months to 
the study of prohibitory legislation in Maine, 
three months to the working of the local 


option law in Massachusetts, especially in 
Boston and North Adams; four and a half 


momths to the working of the Pennsylvania 
license law, three to the working of, the 
dispensary law in South Carolina, and then 
three months more to the revision of his 
four reports. With these eight reports be- 
fore them, the committees of which Presi- 
dent Bliot is Chairman, made their own 


investigation and have formulated their in- 


ferences. Taken together, as President 
Eliot remarks, the reports certaluly present 
‘a vivid pieture of the perplexities of such

cidental to any attempts to restrict the 
liquor traffic, especially to the more radical 
measures of interference with the traffic, 
are clearly and strongly stated. Particular, 
mention is made of the difficulty, under all: 
sorts of liquor la wa, of getting courts to do 
their duty in the case..The main advantage 
of local option is that the same public 
opinion which decides the question of 
license of no license is back of all the local 
ofticials whe are to administer the system 
determined upon. . The. courts should not 
be used as the licensing authorities. Every 
licensing authority should have power to 
revoke a license promptly, and should also 
have power to withhold a license, no matter 
how complete may be the eompliance of 
the applicant with the preliminary con- 
ditions. There should be no selling to 
minors, intoxicated persons, or habitual 
drunkards. There should be no = 
Sundays, election days, or legal holi days. 
Saloons should not be allowed to become 
places of entertainment. Every saloon 
should be wide open to. public inspection 
from the highways. “ There should be a 
limit to the hours of selling, and the shorter 


the hours the better,“ nor should obscene 


pictures be allowed, or the employment of 
women as bartenders. 

As to efficien¢y in the enforcement of 
liquor laws, the advantage ef Statc ap- 
pointed officers is recognized. This has 
been particularly illustrated in connection 
with the South Carolina dispensary system. 
A reduction in the number of saloons in 

roportion te the population undeubtedly 
promotes order, quiet, and decency;. but, 
it is stated, it is not certain that the sur- 
viving saloons sell less liquor on the whole 
than where there were more saloons, 

Whatever the special disadvantages at- 
tachingsto any or to all the various legis- 
lative systems of dealing with the liquor 
traffic, no community, it is urged by this 
committee, should be deterred from “ striv- 
ing after all external, visible improve- 
ments.“ even if the results are not seen to 
be all that could be desired. Too much 
cannot be said in commendation of the great 
task which appears to have been. under- 
taken so intelligently by this Committee of 
Fifty on the drink problem. The sooner 
their matured reports are given to the 
public the better. 


THE GENERAL ELECTRIC ORDINANCE 

Mayor Swift has not stated positively yet 
what he intends doing with the General 
Electric ordinance which was passed last 
Monday night. This isthe ordinance which 
gives away for twenty years about thirty 
miles of city streets. Among those streets 
is Wabash avenue, south of Twenty-third. 
This is at present the only long north and 
south thoroughfare below Twenty-second 
which is free from tracks and can be used 
safely by vehicles. 

If this ordinance takes effect the city will 
become a sleeping partner in a street rail- 
road company. The other partners will 
raise in some way the money with which to 
buy and lay rails, to get cars, build pow- 
er-houses, and string wires. The city will 
eoutribute no money, but will give the mo- 
nopoly use of several miles of street. If 
the money-earning Value of those streets 
when used for railroad purposes had to be, 
paid over in cash by the originators of the 
enterprise their outlay would be more than 
doubled. 

Since the city puts in somethiag like half 
the capital it ought to get a fair share of the 
profits. It should get in some way at least 
20 per cent of them. Either that much 
should be paid into the City Treasury, or 
the citizens should get the good of the 
money in some other way. 

But, as the ordinance reads, the compen- 
sation which the city is to get for its invest- 
ment will be on the average $350 a mile 
per year. To offer so little is insolence. To 
accept so little is evidence of imbecility or 
dishonesty. For the use of the five miles 
of Wabash avenue the company ought to 
be willing to pay the city at least $50,000 a 
year. It is offered only $1,750. 

The city is to be the moet helpless kind of 
sleeping partner. It is to have no voice in 
the management of the enterprise and it is 
to get no dividends; or, rather, it is to put 
in millions and get dividends on hundreds. 
The dividends it should get are to be pock- 
eted by promoters and speculaters. 

Mayor Swift must see that this is all 
wrong. He must know that new railroads 


should not be favored thus simply because 


other roads have been. A new departure in 
the right direction must be made at some 
time. Mayor Swift should obtain the credit 
of making it—or doing his best to make it— 
now. 

He should veto this ordinance summarily 
and peremptorily, because it is a swindle 
and a robbery. It is calculated to perpet- 
uate a system of spoliation which has lasted 
too long and under which the city has lost 
millions. The Council may not sustain a 
veto, but the people will. Their approval 
should be more precious than that of bood- 
ling Aldermen. 
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NEVADA GIVEN UP TO PRIZE-FIGHTERS. 

The sovereign State of Nevada has not 
wasted a minute in adding prize-fighting to 
the industries of the Commonwealth, The 


bill that legalizes this special human activ- 


ity was rushed through both Houses of the 
Legislature as fast as the methods of pro- 
cedure would permit and feached the Gov- 
ernor’s hands before the rest of the Nation 
had fairly grasped the situation. That dig- 

nitary had a week in which to consider the 
advisability of prostituting Nevada to the 
interests of pugliism. But all he required 
was time enough to seize a pen and approve 
the measure, and it is now one of the laws 
of the State. 

In many respects tihis action is consistent 
with the recent history of Nevada. The 
State has retrograded 80 fast that at the 
last clection only a handful of voting pop- 
wation was left; The work of ranning the 
complex machinery of a State government 
has become a farce, and reputable people 
have been moving away to more congenial! 
communities in such large numbers that 
there are not enough left to make an ap- 
preciable protest against this latest long 
step downward taken by the State. The 
sentiment of the pepulace is. distinctly in 
favor of extending a Warm weleonie to the 
“thugs” and “ pugs,” and the legislative 
action and the approval of the Chief Ex- 
etative are in accord with overwhelming 
public opinion. 

It is evident that pity would be wasted on 
this Commonwealth, although the spectacle 
is not the less pitiable. But there is one 
satisfactory aspect of the situation. Ne-

to her territory and give their passions free 
rein. Naturally, Nevada will not expect to 
continue as u State. Its people undoubted- 
ly realize that with a population fallen away 
to a few thousand and with the moral tone 
of those who are left fallen to such a low 
ebb Nevada must get out of the sisterhood 
of which it disgraces and hitch 
itself to Utah possibly or make some other 
provision for government that will be in- 
conspicuous. 

Nevada's secondary interest in opening its 
doors to pugiliem has been of a financial 
character. It has fixed a stiff tax on the 
industry, and it will get in addition a large 
income of dollars from the thousands of 
„nluguglies who will flock to the State 
when fights are held. 

There is one compensation to other States 
in the action of Nevada in addition to the 
revelation that Nevada has grown tired try- 
ing to live up to the dignity of Statehood. 
Other communities will be free hereafter 
from all menace from these fighters and 
their riff-raff following. When a fight 10 
proposed it will be known at once that it wil 
be held in Nevada and there will be no 
fear that an attempt will be made to violate 
the laws of decent and nnen 
States. N me 


THE RAILROAD POOLING BILL. 

Day before yesterday Representative Pat- 
terson of Tennessee, the author of the pool- 
ing bill now before the Inter-State Com- 
merce committee of thes House, sadly in- 
formed its members that he did not intend to 
waste any more time over his measure at 
this session. 

The reason he gavé for the abandonment 
of a bill for whose success he has been so 
anxious is that, while he believes there is a 
majority for the legalization of pooling in 
both House and Senate, yet in the latter 
there is a determined minority which will 
talk his bill to death if it ever gets there. 

It is true that there are several Senators 
who are strongly opposed to the pooling bill. 
It would be in their power to stave off action 
on the bill if it reached the Senate. The 
bad, unbusiness-like rules of that body can 
be used sometimes for a good purpose. 

Less than thirty legislative days remain, 
and it is easy for a few Senators to defeat 
any bill they are inclined to. So it may be 
that Congressman Patterson has decided to 
give up the fight for the time being for the 
reasons stated by him. 

Still, Congressmen change their minds 
sometimes. They abandon a measure be- 
cause it seems hopeless at the moment, but 
if its prospects brighten suddenly or its 
friends think they see a way in which it can 
be slipped through while its opponents are 
not watching they do not hesitate to use it. 

So those who are opposed to this iniqui- 
tious measure cannot afford to relax their 
vigilance yntil the 4th of March comes. 
There are legislative tricks against which 
they must be on their guard, There may be a 
disagreement between Senate and House 
on some other railroad’ measures. That 
bill may go to a conference committee, and 

the conferrees agree to include the legal- 
izing of pooling among their recommenda- 
tions. In that way the obnoxious proposi- 
tion might be put through. 

It is stated also that the railroads have 
agreed to abandon the pooling bill at this 
session. They may not press it unless they 
see a good chance of passing it, for there 
are other measures pending they are in- 
terested in, whose chances of passage they 
do not wish to jeopardize. 

But any such abandonment on the part 
of the roads will be temporary. They will 
renew their efforts in the next Congress. 
They will not try to do much during the 
extra session or the first regular session. 
Their friends in the House do not like to 
vote for such a measure before election, 
for if they did the people would be likely to 
eject them. The short session, held after a 
new Congress has been chosen, is the 
favorite time for passing vicious measures. 
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THE RELATIONS OF 
CRIME. 


HYPNOTISM AND 


There is no subject more widely die 
cussed by inquirere into the field of psychic 
phenomena, or which has received a larger 
amount of opinion and advice from people 
totally unqualified to judge, than the rela- 
tion of hypnotism to crime. To the ques- 
tion as to whether it is possible to make 
a hypnotized person carry out a really crim- 
inal suggestion there have always been two 
answers: One, the verdict of the scientific 
investigators into the subject, derived from 
careful experimentation and analysis; and 
the other, the belief of the public at large, 
gathered from inaccurate and unscientific 
information. 

In the opinion of the men best qualified 
to know hypnotism can never be made a 
means of making a moral man commit a 
crime, On the side of this belief are ar- 
rayed such noted -scientists as Bernheim, 
Moll, Hudson, and the dead Charcot. They 
support their verdict with a large amount 
of evidence derived both from investiga- 
tion of supposed cases and from actual ex- 
periments. The one exception to the gen- 
eral assent from the scientists comes from 
De Luys of France, a man who is regarded 
by his colleagues as scarcely above the rank 
of the traveling professor of hypnotism 
here. He admits there have not been any 
cases of crime produced by the influence of 


hypnosis in France, but says there are 


some doubtfully proven instances in En- 
gland, and several well authenticated in the 
United Statee--distance evidently lending 
certainty. With the exception of this one 
operator, the .great majority of the scien- 
tific workers are.on the negative side of the 
question, 

In the popular belief hypnotism can be 
made to do practically anything. It is sup- 
posed by the unintelligent, and by those who 


have not inguired into the subject in a scien- 
tific manner, to be the influence of one 


strong will over another weaker one. Its 
continual exercise is thought to result in the 
progressive decay of the lesser will until 
insanity—or some other dreadful condition 
results, the state in Which crime will be 
committed at direction being believed to 
be but a short distance down the terrible 
scale, This opinion is founded principally 
on the published reports of cases of crime 
alleged to be due to influences ang 
on the half shamming, balf trustworthy ex- 
hibitidns of re to feats! seen on the 


stage. In both classes sav ul in- 
quiry into the tact i 
conclusion. that 


to the 
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this question, . appear to Dave 
been condu hly scientific 
manner, With a * ef subjects and 
tests to be performed, the result was con- 
vincing to the eyewitnesses. It is summed 
up in the statement of one of the doctors 
present: That a hypnotized’ person is al- 
ways copscious of what is going on in the 
room about him; that he is perfectly free 


to accept or reject. any suggestions given 


to him; and that d subject will not do, in 
his sleeping state, anything at variance 
with his moral principles when awake. 
Incidentally it was seen that thé persons 
who had been hyptiotized daily for months 


showed even less capability of being in- 


fluenced than, some almost new to the 
state. 

This 3 agua the Lane 
moral effects of hypnosia, now subscribed 
to by the men best qualified to judge, is 
rapidly making a new era in the progress 
of the art of healing. Medical men all 
over the world, realizing the curative 
value of hypnotic suggestion, but previously 
having held aloof from it on account of 
the dangers supposed to exist in its use, 
are now beginning to study and practice 
it. Its marvelous healing effecta and great 


mental possibilities are just beginning to. 


be developed. Robbed of its terrors as 
a method of destroying intelligences and in- 
stigating crime, the new curative art should 
be in a position to show whatever benefits 
it may posseés for the human race. 


CLEVELAND TO THE. DOCTORS. 

President Cleveland’s address at the 
semi-centennial celebration of the New 
York Academy of Medicine showed un- 
mistakable evidences that he is feeling. 
the preliminary cffects of his approaching 
freedom from official life. There was a 
noticeable absence of that ponderous, 
polysyllabic style which has been the 
feature of most of his public utterances, 
and he got down to an amiable discussion 
of homely truths in plain language that 
was made sparkling with pleasing .witti- 
cisms. He did not resist the temptation, 
however, to poitit a moral in an interesting 
contrast, between the methods of physicians 
today and those that prevailed with the 
village doctor a half century ago. He paid 
a graceful tribute to these old practitioners 
and, speaking in one place of this beloved 
village doctor,“ said: 

He, too, alleviated suffering and saved human 
life. We know that it was not given to him to see 
the bright lights that now mark the path of medi- 
cine and surgery, but you cannot cenvince us that 
he groped entirely in the dark. If he was ignorant 
of many of the remedies and appliances now in 
use, he in a large measure supplied the deficiency 
by hard-headed judgment, well-observed experi- 
ence, and careful nursing. Besides, it was in his 
favor that he did not have to bother his head with 
many of the newly invented and refined diseases 
that afflict mankind today. He had no allotted 
hours for his patients, but was always on duty; 
and we knew the sound of his gig as it rattled past 
in the night. Your ways are better than his: but 
we desire you to regard this admission as all the 
more valuable because it is carved out of our loy- 
alty to the old village doctor, who brought us 
through the diseases of chéidhood without relapse, 
who saved from death our parents and aur brothers 
and our sisters in many hard combats with Umess. 
and who when vanquished and forced to surrender 
was present in the last scene to close the eyes of 
his dying patient and sympathize with those who 
were present. 

It is seldom in these days that much 
thought is given to the “ old village doctor,” 
except to refer to his “antiquated meth- 
ods,” and this tribute by the President to 
a memory that is undoubtedly dear to many 
a man is therefore the more grateful. But 
the President accords to the village doctor 
more than a sentimental eulogy. “ He was 
not only our physician,” he says, “ but he 
was a man of influence in all neighboring af- 
fairs,” and then he adds: 

In every matter that concertiéd the good of the 
community he was at the front. He was Presi- 
dent of the village or represented his town in the 
County Board of Supervisors, and if he was ever 
late in visiting a patient it was because he lingered 
at the postoffice to discuss the political situation. 
Thus he joined with the performance of profes- 
sional duty a discharge of the obligations of citi- 
zenship. We eannot but think that the discov- 
eries and improvements in medical practice which 
we now enjoy are dearly bought if the members 
of the profession, in thelr onward march, have 
left behind them their sense of civic obligation 
and their interest in the general public welfare. 

The President brings out this point with 
especial force in referring to the fact that 
a code of ethics has been established by 
the medical profession which condemns 
charlatanism in all its forms and yet that 
ignorant pretenders roam over the land 
offering to perform miracles; or are 
located in our towns. and cities preying 
upon the weakness of the sick and af- 
flicted, while men and women are allowed 
to lie without medical attention deluded 
with the hope that faith will save them in 
their last extremity.“ This the President 
considers a serious reflection on the pro- 
fession, and he adds: 

If members of your profession were oftener found 
in our national and State legislative assemblies, 
ready to advocate the reformatory measures you

This advice must be regarded as whole- 
some, although it is given to scientists by a 
layman. Yet in bis capacity of layman the 
President imposes on the physicians the 
obligations they ate ander to the rest of the 
human family. “Though largely in the 
majority,” he says, “and with plenty of 
members to spare, those Who are well con- 
ducted among us do not tex you, with hurt- 
ful competition. Instead, of making life 
hard for you by an observance'of the laws 
of health, we assist you by induiging in all 
sorts of irregularities. Weare obedient and 
submissive to your commands—that is, 
when we are sick—and we sometimes pay 
your bills even after a recovery to health, 


| which we are always certain would have re- 


sulted without your interferetice.” 

If the President continues to cultivate 
this vein of entertaining discourse he may 
shining light in the thinning gal- 
axy of post-prandial orators.

WOMEN’S AND CHILDREN’S HOSPITAL 


Fine New Building Erected for the 
Michael Reese Institution. 

The new building recently designed for 
the Michael Reese Hospital by Simeon B. 
EKisendrath is fast being completed. This 
structure is located at the north end of the 
hospital grounds, at Twenty-ninth street 
and Groveland avenue, directly east of the 
training school. The new wards will be 
devoted exclusively to the treatment of 
women and children. 

The building is three stories. and base- 
ment high,. covering an area 40x50 feet.

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS, 


Buildings Planned or Under Way = 
and About Chicago. 


Architects complain of the dullness which 
prevails in the building operations, but say 
there are excellent prospects of a good deal 
being done in this line with the return of 
more favorable building weather. W hile 
the number of bulidings for which permits 
were issued this month did not equal the 
number issued in January, 1896, the quality 
of structure has been better. The average 
cost of the buildings was greater this month 
than in the corresponding month a year ago. 

Henry L. Newhouse has designed for H. T. 
Davis three new residences to be built in 
Vincennes avenue, near Forty-fifth street. 
The fronts erected in blue Bedford stone with 
tile roofs are in the renaissance style of 
architecture adapted to city houses. The 
interiors will be equipped with all modern 
conveniences. The finish in hardwood will 
include mahogany, 2 and maple. The 
bulldings will cost $24,000 

Ernest dé St. Aubin has taken out a permit 
for the erection of a six-story factory bulld- 
ing at No. 454 South Clark street, to cost 
$24,000.

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LEASE MAY MEAN A REV- 
IN GRAIN BUSINESS. 
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Idghterage Charges at New York 
May Have te Come Down—Counsel- 
man to Have Charge of the Pennsyl- 
vania Company's Grain Busjness— 
Wheat Market Is Nervous and Un- 
settied—Sharp Breaks and Rallies— 
Easier Tone in Coarse Grain. 


It ‘is claimed that Charles Counselman, 
just before sailing for Europe last week, 
closed a deal for a lease of the big New 
York terminal elevator of the Pennsylvania 
railway system. This suggests a change of 
front in the attitude of the Pennsylvania 
road regarding the grain business which 
will be of vital interest to the trade in the 
East as well as here. It may be the entering 
wedge to break up the system by which 
lighterage charges have been levied on all 
grain going out of New York Harbor. The 
Jersey City elevator of the Pennsylvania 
road has been 80 located that ocean vessels 
could not toad directly from it. The chan- 
nel alongside is being dredged out so that 
grain can be delivered directly from thé 
warehouse to vessels. Counselman con- 
trols the Pennsylvania transfer house here, 
and his securing the terminal at New York 
would mean an aggressive campaign for 
grain business which has heretofore been 
handled over other roads. It will be difficult 
for the outside company, which controls the 
lighterage business of New York, to main- 
tain the rate of 8c a hundred toll on all grain 
with a strong road like the Pennsylvania, 
in position to load grain directly into ocean 
vessels. This lighterage charge has been 
one of the important factors working against 
grain business over the Eastern trunk lines 
and tending to develop business by 
way of the gulf ports. The competi- 
tion of the Southern routes has been 
sO aggressive of late that K has been 
recognized a revolution in the methods of 
handling grain over the Eastern lines was 
needed. There are two ways in which the 
Eastern business is handicapped. The ex- 
cessive elevator charges at Buffalo are ina 
way to be remedied by competition, while 
the deal with the Pennsylvania road may 
open a way to the lopping off the arbitrary 
harbor charges.at New York. Fred Mar- 
tin, Mr. Copnselman's representative here, 
professed to know nothing about the final 
negotiations, but some of the operators in 
the local cash market will be clearer to the 
trade when they learn of the lease which has 
been made. 


Wheat Nervous and Irregular. 


The wheat market was nervous and irreg- 
ular yesterday and the prospects are that it 
will be ‘two-sided for some time to come. 
The bulges yesterday were in a way direct 
results of efforts to cover by the Barretts. 
The opening was strong and at an advance 
of %@%c. irm cables were the occasion 
of the early strength. May wheat sold on 
this upturn to 75%c. The volume of trade 
was not heavy and traders all had a vivid re- 
membrance of the break to 73c. May wheat 
sold from 75%c to 74%c, with but little sup- 
port. On the second rally, on which, the 
Barretts were free buyers, May wheat 
touched 700. There was some reaction de- 
fore the close, but a net advance of Une 
was scored. The New York market was 
relatively stronger than Chicago, but the 
weakness in coarse grains was a depressing 
factor.

One Owned by Erskine M. Phelps and 
the Other by J. A. Edwards of This 
City, and Both to Be Seen in a Joint 
Exhibit at the Art Institute—An 
Immense Number of , Pictures, 
Books, and Relics That Are Almost 
Priceless. 


T is a notable fact that in the United 


States, a Nation which was in infancy 


when Napoleon lived, there should be 
several tmportant collections of Napole- 
ana, and that Chicago, which can scarcely be 
said to have existed in his time, possesses two 
of the most important of such collections in 
the country. 
Several years ago Mr. Erskine M. Phelps 
of this city, who had long admired the char-

acter of Napoleon, received as a gift from 
his friend and partner in business, Mr. G. 
E. P. Dodge, a valuable painting represent- 
ing Napoleon and his son, the King of Rome. 
This was the commencement of what in 
fifteen years bas grown to be a collection of 
such importafige that Mr. Phelps has built a 
large addition to his residence on Prairie 
avenue to contain it. 

The municipality of Florence, Italy, had 
given a franchise to a tramway company to 
lay its tracks in the streets of the city, and 


on one of these streets stood the palace of 


Prince Demidoff, a connoisseur of art. This 
so enraged the Prince that he sold his home 
and art treasures and moved to another 
city. In his collection was the picture by 
Steuben, which Mr. Phelps now owns. Thus 
a deal betweer™some Florentine boodler 
and a railway magnate resulted indirectly 
in Chicago's today possessing a remarkable 
collection. 


Still Searching for More. 


Since he reeetved the picture, which is now 
shown in a joint exhibition of the collections 
of Mr. Phelps and Mr. J. A. Edwards at the 
Art Institute, was reproduced last Sunday in 
THE TRIBUNE, Mr. helps has been 
continually on the lookout for ad- 
ditions to his collection.

Two chairs, ohe with its original covering, 
which were purchased from the Demidof® col- 
lection, were originally at the Palace of Ver- 
sailles. A bronte clock which marks the 
hour of Napoleon's death, and said to hav: 
stopped at that moment, is also from the 
Demidoff collection. A miniature of Napo- 
leon, presented at the time of her coronation 
to Josephine, who in turn presented it to a 
lady in waiting, is another valuable relic. 
It was pufchased from a niece of the lady 
‘in waiting, A picture of Napoleon in 
Egypt was discovered by a Chicago news- 
paperman in New Orleans, where it was used 
as a cover to a fleur barrel. A cane mad 
from a tree grown on the. feld of Waterloo 
since the battle is the gift of Judge Gresham. 
A medallion portrait of Napoleon was pre- 
sented by Mrs. H. O. Stone. 

A large number of clocks, bronzes, and 
miniatures were purchased in Paris. The 
collection contains many engravings, etch- 
ings, and prints, among which is a rare en- 
graving representing Napoleon Dictating 
His Memoirs,“ which was the gift of Frank- 
lin H. Head, and another of Napoleon at 
St.

Some Rare Trepsures. 

Among the rarest of Mr. Edwards’ treas- 
ures is the painting by Koebler which Na- 
poleon presented to Prof. Boughwritte of 
Heidelburg, in consideration of his aesistance 
in compiling the Code Napoleon. It ts a 
replica, painted by Napoleon's order from one 
by the same artist now in the chateau of 
Fontainbieau. It was 8 from the 
daughter of the professor, and offers of $5,000 
for it have been refused. 

Another valuable portrait owned by Mr. Ed- 
wards is one by Sir omas Lawrence of 
Wellington. and is the original of-a replica 
owned by the family of the Iron Duke. The 
reason that the original is not owned by the 
family of the Duke i due to an accident 
which occurred in the artist's studio. The 
picture was punctured by an easle ae while 
the artist was showing it to his sitter, and 
was consequently refused.

One of the rarest books In this collection 
is a copy of Fouché’s.

It was originally in two small volumes, but 
Mr. Edwards has had it rebound in three, 
with many rare portraita inserted as itustra- 
tions. Of the immense collection of engrav- 
tines owned by Mr. Bdwards many of the 
rarest were enumerated in.a recent article 
describing the exhibition at the Art Institute 
in THE TRIBUNE.

The other por- 
trait is by Isabey, and was made in 1798, and 
the portraits of the three Consuls is a rare 
print by Chataignier after a bronze medal, 
which Mr. Edwards also possesses in his ex- 
tensive collection of Napole@nic medals. 


Has Even the Emperor’s Hair. 


The many articles from the feld of Water- 
loo, including watch, case of lancets, box of 
ivory chips, buckle, shako ornament, and 
brass box conta‘ning a little tvory figure, 
were purchased from the son of a gentleman 
who collected them there. A lock of the 
Emperor's hair, formerly owned by Bir 
Thomas Read, second in command at Bt. 
Helena, is a priceless memento now possessed 
by Mr. Edwarda. 

The Napoleonic collections of greatest im- 
portance in this country are those owned by 
Mr. Moreau of New York, Mr. Gardner Hub- 
bard of Washington, and the two described 
here. That of Mr. Edwards is probably the 
richest in the West. He began the collection 
of rare prints before the interest in Napoleon 
had reached the proportions of a fad, and was 
eminently successful, for he has a number 
which are almost unique, not only in America 
but in the world. It is a curious fact that 
Mr. Edwards has been able to secure this re- 
markable collection without onve visiting 
Kurope. It has been his plan to have agents 
send him everything procurable relating to 
Napoleon, and from these he has made his 
selections,

SMALL ARMY OF TRAMPS. 


They Make the Swinging Cars 
Their Headquarters. 


BEG IN DISTRICT NEAR BY. 


Cold Weather Drives Others to Strange 
Sleeping Places. 


BARRELS’ AND BOXES FOR BEDS. 


HERE are tramps in the Ferris Wheel. 
The “ hobo of the fields and the city 
streets, who toils not, neither does he 
spin, has made it his abiding place. 


Three of the swinging cars have been broken 


Into and converted into dwellings provided 
with all the modern improvements, such as 
fires, blankets, and beer, and the big wheel, 
now that its season of usefulness as a pleas- 
ure resort has passed, has become the head- 
quarters from which some twenty vage 
carry on their operations in the North Side 
neighborhood. It is one of many strange 
resting places which the Chicago tramp 
found available when the cold weather of 
last week set in. 

The residence district just north of Lin- 
coln Park has been troubled for more than 
ten days and to a wholly unusual extent 
by roadsters of unprepossessing appear- 
ance. It is always more or less of a field for 
beggars both of the Wandering Willie” 
type and other sorts, for it is within reason- 
able walking distance of the lumber yards 
and other favorite resorts of vagabonds 


near the mouth of the river, as well as the | 


railroads running north from the city, and 
at the same time far enough away from 
these places to make it a fruitful working 
ground. Of late, however, visits from hap- 
py-go-lucky outcasts have become matters 
of daily occurrence, and the requests for 
food formerly made have given place in a 
large measure to demands for money—a 
fairly certain sign that the tramps had es- 


"(tablished a “hang-out” in the neighbor- 


hood and were indulging in that recreation 
which’ they term “sloppin’ up —in other 
words, a general enjoyment of alcoholic bev- 
erages. 

Frost on the Windows. 

That this “ hang-out "' was the big wheel 
Was not learned until last Wednesday even- 
ing. The discovery was made by a bar- 
tender in one of the saloons across the way. 
From the doorway of the saloon the most 
noticeable object within sight is the big 
wheel and over the queer-shaped roof of the 
buildings which surround it may be seer. 
all except the very lowest cars. The win- 
dows of one of the cars visible were cov- 
ered thick with frost, while those of all the 
rest were clear, and ‘the fact became the 
subject of idle conversation at the bar. 

How did the frost get on the windows? 

Its existence became a problem, for it is-a 
well known fact there can be no frost on the 
windows of a room unless there is moisture 
within it, and the cars suspended from the 
wheel could receive no moisture from the 
earth, nor was it probable in any other way, 
except from some one’s living in them. This 
did mot at once occur to those who noticed 
the frost, but the conversation brought 
about a closer watch of the wheel by the 
bartender while on duty and in the evening 
three men were detected climbing the broad 
sweep of the wheel toward the car with 
frosted. windows. They had nearly reached 
the car when they were first seen and their 
figures were hardly discernible against the 
darkening sky. There was, however, light 
enough to follow their movements. One by 
one they reached a point over the roof of the 
car and lowered themselves carefully to it. 
Then the figures disappeared over the far- 
ther edge of the roof. The secret was out 
and investigation followed. 

How long the tramps have inhabited their 
strange home is not known. When the wheel 
was visited last Thursday afternoon there 
were no tramps to be found. Either they 
do not inhabit the place during the daylight 
hours or they had received wind of the fact 
that their hang-out had been discovered. 
There were plenty of evidences of their oc- 
cupancy, however. The cars had been en- 
tered through the doors, the bars over the 
windows preventing entrance in that way. 
The chances are that the tramps climbed to. 
the roof of the car and lowered one of their 
number to the door to break the fastening. 
At least this seems the most likely manner 
of getting into thé cars, though no one saw 
them doit. The entrance to the grounds had 
undoubtedly been made over the wall to the 
north of the wheel and behind the little 
restaurant which fronts upon Clark street. 
A beaten track in the snow led to the wail 
from the sidewalk. 

Small Army ef Tramps. 


In the three cars which had been made to 
serve as homes there were signs testifying 
that a dozen or more men had occupied the 
place. In one an attempt had been made to 
cover the windows with old newspapers, ap- 
parently to avoid the chance of persons 
seeing the occupants from the street below 
or to prevent betrayal by light from within. 
This car seems to have been the one in 
which most of the tramps lived. Rolled in 
one corner were a number of blankets, not 
very whole and decidedly dirty. Near them 
was a stove improvised out of a miik can, 
stolen probably from one of the rallroadsta- 
tions. A hole had been cut in the side near 
the bottom to furnish a draft and the tin 
was black with smoke, but there were no 
signs of any fuel other than the greasy 
papers which lay scattered everywhere. 
Several empty tin cans and a tin pail were 
hidden: under the blankets, and with them 
was an apparatus which stamped its pos- 
sessor as a genuine “ hobo,” and no “ gay- 
cat —a gay-cat will sometimes work, 
but a hobo” never. This apparatus was a 
ticket,“ such as the irreclaimable “ hobo ” 
carries to ald him in his rallway journeys, 
a broad, flat piece of board, with cleats 
nailed to its under side so it may be placed 
across:a rod and furnish a firm seat on the 
trucks of a railroad car. Scattered here and 


there among the papers were mangled ends 


of cigars and carefully wrapped in a dirty 
cloth was a double handful of 
“snipes,” the half-smoked cigar stubs 
picked up in the street. 

The two other cars which had been broken 
into showed no such signs of continued in- 
habitation. No attempt had been made to 


cover the windows in any way, and the occu- 
pants must have trusted to keeping below 
the level of the glass to conceal themselves 
rom the people on the street. The floors, 
however, were covered with papers and 
even bits of broken food, and in one car, 
in the black marks on the floor, there 
were evidences of a newspaper fire, such as 
the experienced hobo uses for warming 
an empty freight car. 


Lived In for Some Time. 


One at least of the cars has been the home 
of a considerable body of tramps for some 


time: several days, without doubt, and pos- 
sibly longer. The others look as though they 
had been used only for occasional occupation. 
Beer kegs, those almost:invariable furnish- 
ings of a tramp hang- out,“ there were 
none.

An 
unprotected barrel is not a ¢@mfortable 
sleeping place, because it is not a great as- 
sistance against the cold, but if it is over a 
grating through which comes the hot air 
from an engine-room in front of a ventilat- 
ing fan pumping the yitiated air from a big 
building, or even in the midst of a pile of 
other barrels which Kéep out the wind It is 
considered a fair lodging. Through the 
down-town district especially and among 
the wholesale houses in the neighborhood of 
Michigan avenue the barrels and packing 
cases furnished resting places for many 
tramps.

ITY LIBRARIAN FREDERICK H. 
HILD has found a book which has up-

Mrs. Juliette H. Kinzie’s “ Wau-Bun’ e 
honor hiiherto undisputed of being the ear- 
liest romantic history touching the massacre 
of the Pottawatomies at Chicago. Now 
Librarian Hild’s discovery takes this briefly 
held honor away from and 
transfers it to Hardscrabble,“ though the 
fame still rests with the author, as he is the 
same in each instance. How the existence 
of this book remained unknown so long 
when so many Chicagoans interested in such 
matters have been diligently searching for 
antiquities is a mystery.

The scene of the story of Hardscrabble ” 
is laid at Lee's Place, a farm on the South 
Branch of the Chicago River, about four 
miles from old Fort Dearborn. The farmnouse a 
stood on a spot about half a mile west of 
what is now Halsted street, on.a line drawn 
along what is at present Twenty-fifth street. 
The time is the gh hone 1812. In the book 
this place is called Heywood's Farm,“ and 
afterwards is called Hardscrabble,” a 
name given it by one of the Fort Dearborn 

soldiers in memory of the hard scrabble ”’ 
which Farmer Heywood gave his Indiah as- 


sallants before they succeeded in killing him. 


With the exception of Heywood, nearly all 
the names used in the book are, with slight 
variations in the spelling, those of people at 
Fort Dearborn and in its immediate vicinity 
at the time when the story opens.

lodgings for wharf rats and deck hands. 
They are not lodging-houses, for no one 
presides over them and there are no beds. 


They are unused portions of ship chandlers’ } 


storehouses, empty rooms in warehouses, 
and the like. They are not heated in most 
cases and in the majority of instances they 
are entered by ways other than the doors. 
Moreover, the owners are not commonly 
aware of the uses to which their property is 
being put. But these are things of small 
matter and make no difference whatever 
to the homeless portion of humanity which 
finds a lodging there. ‘

ITY LIBRARIAN FREDERICK H. 
HILD has found a book which has up- 
set all established ideas as to the first 
written fiction whose scenes were laid 

in Chicago. The volume has been presented 
by Mr. Hild to the Chicago Historical Society, 
and until some other book lover makes a 
new discovery it will hold the record in its 
particular field. 

The story which this book tells is of great 
interest to many people on account of he 
light which it throws upon the character- 
istics of people at Fort Dearborn, about 
whose qualities there has been much ‘con- 
troversy. It is of further interest to all Chi- 
cagoans because it gives the first details ina 
romantic form of a massacre by Indians 
which occurred within the limits of the pres- 


ent city and some months before the Fort 


Dearborn massacre, whose magnitude has 
rather thrown into the shade its predeces- 


sor, 


The name of the book is Hardscrabble ” . 


and its. author is Maj. Richardson, whose 
novel ‘“‘ Waunangee,” touching on the scenes 
of the Chicago massacre, was su to 
have been the earliest written romance of 
this Chicago region. The existence of 
„ Waunangee” itself was not known until 
last summer, when an Evanston student, in 
delving among some old books, found the 


volume, a discovery which took away from 


Mrs. Juliette H. Kinzie’s “ Wau-Bun the 
honor hitherto undisputed of being the ear- 
lest romantic history touching the massacre 
of the Pottawatomies at Chicago. Now 
Librarian Hild’s discovery takes this briefly 
held honor away trom ‘* Waunangee "

fame still rests with the author, as he is the 
same in each instance. How the existence 
of this book remained unknown so long 
when so many Chicagoans interested in such 
matters have been diligently searching for 
antiquities is a mystery. Edward G. Mason, 
the President of the Historical Society, can- 
not account for it, nor can any others. 

The story Hardscrabble was published 
in Sartain’s Magazine in 1850. One of the ed- 
iters was Mrs. G. M. Kirkland, the mother of 
the late Maj. Joseph Kirkland of Chicago. 

Where the Story Is Laid. . 

The scene of the story ot Hardscrabble ” 
is laid at Lees Place, a farm on the South 
Branch of the Chicago River, about four 
miles from old Fort Dearborn. The farmuouse 
stood on a spot about half a mile west of 
what is now Halsted street, on.a line drawn 
along what is at present Twenty-fifth street. 
The time is the spripg of 1812. In the book 
this place is called Heywood's Farm,“ and 
afterwards is called *“ Hardscrabble,” a 
name given it by one of-the Fort Dearborn 

soldiers in memory of the hard scrabble ”’ 
which Farmer Heywood gave his Indian as-

END OF HYPNOTIC CASE. 
ANDERSON GRAY IS PARDONED BY 
GOV. MORRILL OF KANSAS. 


He Was Sentenced to Death for Influ- 
encing Thomas McDonald, by the 
Use of Hypnotiam, te Kill T. E. Pat- 
ton, a Neighbor, but He Has Since 
Been Proved Innocent—Story of the 
Sfooting and the Trial Which Fol- 
lowed,

O far as its public features are con- 
cerned, the famous “ hypnotic” 
case, which a little more than a year 
ago agitated Kansas, has come to an 


end. 
Morrill of that State to sign the pardon of 
Anderson Gray, then in the .penitentiary 
awaiting the execution of a sentence of 
death for suggesting ’’ murder. Facts dis- 
closed since the trial have shown that, ex- 
cept in the minds of the jury and witnesses, 
hypnotism had no bearing on the crime, and 
the release of Gray last week carries the 
confession that the jury made a mistake. 
Such reparation as the law makes possi- 
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ANDERSON GRAY.

ble has been made. Anderson Gray has been 
given his freedom. But the law cannot give 
back to him the year of life spent within 
the prison walls, nor the fortune exhausted 
in his endeavors to prove his innocence. 
From first to last the case was, in all par- 
ticulars, remarkable. The use of hypnotic 
influence in the suggestion of actions, wheth- 
er criminal or otherwise, has been for some 
years a subject of discussion. In its begr- 
ing on crime it has been a matter pf intense 
interest. Time and again cases have arisen 
which seemed to point to Aypnotisia as the 
most likely and most satisfactory solution 
of a problem, but in the : resent state of the 
science it is doubtful whether any jury 
would be justified in pronouncing a death 
sentence on the grounds of hypnotic influ- 
Yet it was a belief in Gray’s hyp- 
notic power more than any other evidence 
that brought about his conviction, and it is 
the destruction of the evidence upon which 
this belief was based that has crowned with 
success the efforts of his daughter, Mrs. Ida 
Dunlap, to obtain his pardon. 


Believed Him a Hypnotist.

his powers of hypnotism, and not to the con- 
sideration of the evidence as fact alone.

His shirt 
was open in front and he was shot through 
the lungs. Two pistels had fallen from the 
bosom of his shirt and lay in the read. 
asked bim who had shot him and he said: 
‘I don’t know. I think it was McDonald. 

I arranged for a team to take him to bis 
home, a short distance away, 
went to my house to change my clothes 
and go to Conway Springs for a doctor. 
At the house I found McDonald's wife, who 
said Tom was sick and in bed up-stairs. I 
went to McDonald’s room and he lay in 
bed, white as the sheet and trembling vio- 
lently. He had complained early in the 
morning of feeling sick. He told me he 
had not been out of bed since I had sent 
him to the house. I said to him: 

„ Mac, did you shoot Patton?’ 

„ No,“ he replied. ‘I have not been out 
of this room since the quarrel.’ 

„His wife then spoke up and said: ‘ No, 
Mr. Gray, Tom has not been out of the room 

e you sent him here.’ 
27 said to McDonald: ‘ Mr. Patton says 
he thinks you shot him, and if you did you d 
better get up and go with me and give your- 
self up. It will go easier with you. But he 
Still denied killing Patton. 
Arrested as an Accessory. 


“That night Patton died and a few days 
after the Coroner’s inquest McDonald was 
arrested for the crime and put in jailin Wei- 
lington. Mrs. McDonald and myself were 
arrested shortly after as accessories.“ 

„* Patton was six feet three inches tall. 
He was a fighter anda bully. He had been 
in the penitentiary twice. He had, shortly 
before he was kilied, had a duel with pistols 
with his cousin, Dave Patton, in the streets 
of Wichita. He was a relentless enemy, and 
he hadn’t Hked McDoneid from the day he 
first met him. 

‘As soon as I was arrested my enemies 
went to work to have me convicted, guilty 
or not guilty. I was tried before McDon- 
ald’s trial was called. The idea was to use 
McDonald against me as a witness. Me- 
Donald swore on the witness stand that I 
had induced him to kill Patton; that I had 
furnished him the gun with which to kill 
him and had taught him how to shoot it. 
McDonald had been an Indlan Territory 
cowboy, and didn't need any instruction in 
shooting.”’ 

McDonald and his wife testifled at Gray’s 
trial that Gray had urged McDonald to kill 
Patton, saying that he ought to be put out 
of the way; that Gray took McDonald to a 
secluded spot on the fanm and made him 
practice shooting at a mark; that he then 
took him to a grove beside the road along 
which Patton was likely to come, cut away 
the branch of a tree which interfered with 
his aim, and left him to do the shooting. 
This has since been proved untrue, but at 
the time it was believed, and furnished the 
ground for a belief in Gray’s hypnotic influ- 
ence over the younger man. Asa motive for 
Gray's desire to remove Patton the theory 
was advanced that Patton held information 
of some criminal action on Gray’s part; a 
theory which found ready credence among 
Gray’s neighbors. But until McDonald’s 
trial was taken up little emphasis was laid 
on the quarrel which was the real cause of 
the killing. 

In the face of these facts, especially since 
the quarrel was in a great measure neglected, 
it was not at all difficult to prove that Gray 
must have wielded some power over McDon- 
ald to bring about the murder. The sugges- 
tion of hypnotism made by Mr. Elliott and at 
once taken up by theorists outside the court- 
room was eagerly accepted by the jurymen, 
many of whom. Mr. Gray declares, did not 
know what hypnotism was, except that it 
was something horrible and inhuman.” 

The case excited immediate interest. 
While the trial was in progress the part 
held by hypnotism in the drama was the 
chief topic of conversation.

McDon- 
ald, who, it was clearly shown, had done the 
shooting was acquitted. Gray, upon whom 
rested suspicion of inducing McDonald to kil! 
Patton through hypnotism, was sentenced to 
be hanged. And the chief reason for the 
conviction of Gray is to be found in the 
statement of Charles Elliott, a prosecuting 
attorney—a statement apparently without 


any foundation, but often repeated during. 


the trial—that, “ This big man, Anderson 
Gray, had a hypnotic influence over this 
little boy. The possibility of the employ- 
ment of hypnotism at once caught the at- 
tention of the jury and became the most 
important problem of the trial, toward the 
determination of which all evidence was di- 
rected.

most as long, it has been the current belief 
that the groundhog has been gifted by na- 
ture with the power of determining the 
length of the cold weather. On Feb. 2, at 
high noon, the groundhog emerges from the 
hole where he has passed the winter months 
in sleep. If the intelligent animal sees his 
shadow he is at once certain that winter 
is not yet near its close and returns to sleep 
for six weeks more. If the sun is hidden and 
no shadow is cast winter is breaking up. 

Uncounted generations have held a belief 
in the groundhog’s infallibility on this point. 
But of late scoffers have denied the fdct: 
have even gone so far as to class the ground- 
hog with the weather man and consign it to 
the ever-increasing army of “ has beens.”’ 
This is the problem which Capt, Short has 
set himself to solve: 

Does the groundhog really know? 

Capt. Short is a river Captain of long 
standing. He has steamboated on the 
Upper Mississippi since 1856. He has five 
brothers, all in the same calling, and his sons 
are, so to speak, following. in his wake. 
The Captain has studied weather and’ 
weather prognostications and signs of hard 
winters and open winters all his life. He 
has kept an eye upon the sun every Feb. 2. 
But he is still in doubt. Sometimes he has 
thought that the groun@hog knew: some- 
times that the intelligence of the animal was 
greatly overrated. Never has he reached a 
definite conclusion. But now ‘chance has 
thrown an opportunity for a final decision 
in his way. 

Captures a Groundhog. 

Four months ago Capt. Short captured a 

groundhog. He was coming down the river 


with one of the last rafts of the season. As 


the big raft swung down stream the Captain 
noticed a little animal king strenuous 
efforts to keep itself aficat in the water 
just ahead. It had started out to swim the 
river and had become exhausted. As ‘the 
raft forged toward it it seized the logs and 
clambered aboard. An exciting chase over 
the logs followed. It ended in a capture. 
And the Captain was the possessor of a 
groundhog in full enjoyment of its faculties 
of mind and body, though somewhat. ex- 
hausted by its swim. 

When Newton saw the apple fall he was 
struck with an idea.. The apple was a thing 
of no great matter. Its fallcut no particular 
figure, for apples had fallen before. The 
idea, while not the only thing that ever hap- 
pened, was one of the few events of impor- 
tance.

It 
was brought to this city and installed with 
appropriate ceremonies in the Captain's 
home on Garfield avenue. The animal was 


destined for a great future and the fact was 


appreciated, It was to set at rest once and 
for all the discussiom of the question of 
groundhogs and groundhog day. 

The captive, being the object of experi- 
ment, was allowed as far as possizle to have 
its own sweet will. Its privacy was not un- 
necessarily intruded upon. Care was taken 
not to let the strangeness of its surroundings 
keep it awake. The care was rewarded and 
the experiment has commenced. 

Its boginning is eminently satisfactory. 
One point has been already established. The 
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shadow, will it know enough to go to sleep 
again 

The reputation of the ancients for reliabil- 
ity hangs upon that groundhog. And the 
groundhog does not kncwit. But the matter 
is likely to be settled beyond peradventure 
and beyond cavil. 


DOOR LOCK THAT DEFIES BURGLARS, 


Frenchman Has a Contrivance Which 
He Has Invited Smart Cracks- 
men to Force. 


Such is the confidence that M. Jean Bissot 
of Paris has in the inviolability of a door 
lock of his invention that he has equipped 
his front door with one, and extended an in- 
vitation to cracksmen to come and break 
through, and secure as a reward the con- 
tents of the mansion. 

The inventor’s idea is nothing more than a 
series of bolts that are arranged in a peculiar 
manner, and which secure the door in a dif- 
* manner from any that have ever been 
n use. 

The foundation for the new door is a square 
lock of conventional appearance. From this 
lock, at the back of it, extend two light steel 
cnains, which, at the middle of the door and 
parallel with the lock, run over a small 
wheel. From that point one of the chains 
extends toward the top of the door, the other 
toward the floor, 

Midway between the lock and the top of 
the door is a heavy piece pf steel that fits 
into a cast steel clasp, and thus prevents the 
door from being moved in either direction. 
At the lower part of the door is a similar 
bolt-like lock. The tiny chains, being con- 
nected with these upper and lower bolts, 
move them in and out of position according 
as the key of the main lock is worked one 
way or the other. Once the main lock is 
turned, the two auxiliary bolts are slipped, 
and the burglar may try his luck. 

While all this is obviously to resist the 
attack of a housebreaker who seeks entrance 
by force of the jimmy, it would appear, how- 
ever, that the secret of the lock once mas- 
tered, that of the bolts must follow. 

A veteran thief-taker at police headquar- 
ters, when shown the general plan of the 
new French lock, said: “It is especially 
designed for defense against force. It is an 
application of the safe bolt idea to a house 
or store door. To get through it the door 
must be destroyed. It would not avail. how- 
ever, 
penetrable doors of the modern safe now 
yield only to the persevering skill of the 
crook who sits down and carefully works 
out the combination. I do not think that 
this Frenchman has sounded the death knell 
of house breaking.“

AUTOGRAPHS IN, THE VOLUMES OF 
FRANCIS WILSQN’S LIBRARY. 


Comic Opera Star Is a Lover of Books 
and Has Brought Together a Val- 
unable Collection—Many of the Fly 

Leaves Enriched by the Authors’ 
Signatures—Lines by Well-Known 
Writers and Friends ef the Col- 

- leetor, 


“HOUGH to the world in general Fran- 
cis Wilson shows only the fun-making 
and fun-loving side of his character, 

in private life he displays other tastes, 
not the least of which—if, indeed, it is not the 
most pronounced—is a love of books. 

In a quiet corner of the pretty little Town 
of New Rochelle, N. V., stands a residence, 
outwardly rich in wide verandas and inward- 
ly in cozy nooks and quaint furnishings, It is 
known as The Orchard.“ It is the home 
of Francis Wilson, and no second glance at 
the shelves which line the walls is needed 
to assure the visitor of Mr. Wilson’s literary 
tastes. For in the library at the head of the 
stairs, whose door bears the words, Hic 
Habitat Felicitas,” volumes line the walls 


all round and overfidw upon supplemental 


shelves placed along the short passage that 
leads to Mr. Wilson's own sleeping apart- 
ment, An inspection o& the shelves reveals 
the tastes of which, perhaps, Mr, Wilson is 
not generally suspected, One is struck by 
the multitude of large paper editions, the 
nature of which at once does away with any 
idea that the owner’s profession dominates 
his choice of books, though the volumes per- 
taining to the stage form, in themselves, a 
truly remarkable collection, ; 

It is the first edition that Mr. Wilson most 
dearly loves. Those by American authors 
are his especial delight, but on his shelves 
are found examples of almost everything 
from old black letter to an elaborately bound 
catalogue of the collection of books and man- 
uscripts of Mr. Brayton Ives. 

Than Mr. Wilson perhaps no man in his 
profession is more often called upon for his 
contribution to their treasures by autograph 
collectors. But he has a keen appetite for 
autographs himself. His passion is for the 
autograph of the author in his work—al! the 
better if it is enriched by the addition of a 
line or two—and his collection of these is 
most interesting. The fly-leaves of many of 
his books bear famous names. 


Colleetion of Autographs. 


To the chance visitor these flyleaves are 
even more interesting than the books them- 
selves. They form a collection of unusual 
value to the possessor because of the per- 
sonal nature of many of the lines and 
attract the visitor both for this reason and 
because of the contributors themselves. 
Among the volumes so enriched Mr. Wilson 
shows with pardonable pride a first edition 
of The Harbinger,“ in an excellent state 
of preservation, upon the flyleaf of which is 
written: 

Where go the poet's lines? 
Answer, ye evening tapers, 
Ye auburn locks, ye golden curls, 
Speak from your folded papers. 
Written for Francis Wilson, Nov. 27,, 1803. 
OLIVER WENDELL HOLMES.

Rarities from All Parts of the World

LL through the bitter weather of the 
last week Charles J. Barnes has 
worked away in the ruins of his Calu- 
met avenue residence trying to find

This bart of the collection was particularly 
rich Latin authors.

an extremely rare Boccaccio, published in 
1662. There was also a copy. of Horace on 
vellum,. which stands unique among the 
libraries of the world. a . 
x Mr. Barnes made a specialty of collecting 
early editions of the French writers of the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, He 
had beautiful early copies of Racine and a 
first edition forming a complete set of the 
‘works of Moliére. 

Possibly that part of his library in which 
Mr. . aly pea the greatest pride was that 
containing. a fine collection of Americana. He 
had à complete historical collection touch- 
ing on the early settlements in New England, 
New York, Maryland, and Florida. Of the 
works on Florida there was one published 
in 1586, which contained the earliest history 
of that region. The value of this work at 
the time of the purchase was $500. An.ex- 
tremely rare book and one which the owner 
sincerely hopes. may not have been ruined 


was Mourt's Relation,” published in 1622. 
It was a history of the Pilgrims from the 


time of their departure until their arrival at 
Plymouth. ‘ | 

Another copy which is unique among books 
is a collection of early New England sermons, 
printed in 1665.- The Lennox Library of New 
York has been making every effort to se- 
cure this book for its Americana treasures.

I aimed in 
my Americana collection to get historical 
works chiefly. I think my collection of 
early colonial history was nearly complete. 
Among other things I had a great many 
State histories, such as Martin's Louisiana ’ 
and South Caroltina,’. McCall’s Georgia,“ 
Burke's Virginia.“ Proud’s Pennsylvania,“ 
and Smith’s New Jersey.’ I had alsg 300 
volumes on comparative religions and 300 
‘works on bibliography. I had the fleld of 
history, of art, and literature well covered. 
I should have spoken, in what I said of my 
Americana collection, of some of the more 
recent works, such as Heywood's * Fennes- 
see,’ both political and aboriginal, and many 
other works touching the settlement of the 
West. I had also practically nearly all the 
earliest pits from the establishment of the 
colonies in. New York and Virginia to the 
close of the eighteenth century.” é 

The two large rooms at the right.of the 


“hall. of Mr. Barnes’ Calumet avenue resi- 


dence were almost entirely given over to col- 
lections of rare Chinese and Japanese ware. 
In one room there were between $10,000 and 
$15,000 worth of articles from these Eastern 
kingdoms. They were nearly all the works 
of artists now dead. In a singte cabinet 
placed over the mantel in the rear room were 
$5,000 worth of Japanese tea bowls. They 
were valued at from $75 to $3850 each. From 
this collection only one or two pieces have 
been saved. The bowls wefe of Satsuma 
ware and one of those which remains un- 


broken has 5,000 perfect butterflies painted 


upon its interior, the bowl being not much 


larger than a teacup. Under the glass the 


butterflies may be seen, each having its color 
detail as perfect as in life. This unbroken 
bowl was.the work of Yabu Meizan, the 
greatest Japanese artist in his line. There 
were twenty pieces of his work in the cabi- 
net. All are gone save one. One bow! which 
luckily remains unbroken is over 400 years 
old and was the work of the most famous 
Japanese potter of his time. The Japanese 
have the custom nowadays of placing these 
fragile relics of an olden time in lacquered 
eases, just as old books are handsomely re- 
bound by the enthustastic collector, This 
old bowl ‘owes its esc to the fact that it 
incased in a te th box of. curious 
2 workmanship. 
Mam Valaable Vases Lost. 

Of a large collection of Chinese vases of 
the eighteenth century only one has been 
ga ved from the general wreck. Eighteen of 
these vases were in the rear room and twelve 
in the room adjoining at the front. One vase 
that stood in the corner is now peeping 
through a mass of rubbish and is apparently 
uninjured. 

Mr. Barnes had secured comparatively re- 
cently two sets of French bronzes of the 
eighteenth century. They were the kind 
known as crystal and gilt bronze, and were 
remarkable for their beauty and fineness of 
workmanship. Of the gets of these bronzes 
two individual pieces escaped uninjured fron:

Yet in the Chicago 
edition the reproduction of the volume in the 
Vatican is so perfect, the. joining of the 
skins can be easily seen. The paper stretches 
in one continuous strip from cover to cover, 
folded in zig-zag fashion like the sets of 
tity views sold by street fakirs. Both sides 
of this paper are pictured upon, so that the 
forty-nine folds in it make in reality ninety 
six pages, two of the spaces being occupied 
by the-covers. : 

The covers themselves are made of a cur!- 
ous wood resembling red cedar. Upon them 
are imitations of the Vatican library labels. 
The original book was ornamented at the 
corners by the curious precious green stones 
of the Aztecs, but all but one of them have 
fallen away. This one is reproduced faith- 
fully in the Chicago copy as well as the holes 
from which the others have disappeared. 
Around the volume is a small wooden case 
in imitation of that in the Vatican, with the 
numder 3,773 on it.

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BLECTRICITY DIRECT FROM COAL. 


Recent Experiments in_Chicago Prove 
the Theoretical Possibility of the 
Jacques, Carbon Battery. 

— : 


Subsequent investigations into the Jacques 
method of transforming the energy of coal 
directly into electricity, a new process which 
was described at length in THE SUNDAY 
TRIBUNE two weeks ago, show that the idea 
is at least theroeticaily correct. The first 
unsuccessful experiments made in this city 
have been succeeded by others in the last two 
weeks which have given great encourage- 
ment to thé Investigators and point to possi- 
bly immense results ultimately coming from 


the discovery. 

The Western Electric company, which be- 
gan a series of tests on the new method, 
failed almost completely in its first efforts 
to obtain the electric current directly from 
coke or carbon. A great variety of appa- 
ratus was used and a considerable number of 
experiments undertaken, but nothing like 
the expected resuits followed. There was 
one condition lacking in all the first triais 
which was not discovered until some time 
later. It was the use of sufficient heat. 

In the more recent experiments of the last 
two weeks, instead of using a temperature 
of 200 or 300 degrees centigrade, as in the 
first trials, the heat was kept up to the point 
of redness. This was found to have the de- 
sired effect. dey 

For the ‘most successful experiment a 
special iron pot was built. It was made out 
of sheet. iron almost wholly lacking in car- 
bon, bent into the form of a small saucepan 
with a long handle. Inside was placed the 
stick of carbon and the potash. One wire 

s attached to thé end of the carbon rod 
and the other to the handle of the pot. Then 
the whole was heated to a dull redness, when 
air was forced into the melted alkali through 
a carbon tube. The results were eminently 
satisfactory. a 

With this plece of apparatus a pressure of 
% volts was obtained, which could be va- 
ried greatly by the introduction of more or 
less air or oxygens On a short.cirouit the 
battery gave two amperes of current. Con- 
siderable amount of carbon was used u 
in a few minutes’ run, showing the action of 
the oxygen on the carbon was analogous to 
the chemical action-on the zinc in an ordi- 
nary electric bell battery. This is the prin- 
ciple which Dr. Jacques claims for his dis- 
covery. 

This new method of changing carbon di- 

electricity. without the interven- 
tion of steam appears to be rather unex- 
pectediy slow in getting before the public 
in commercial form. 

The huge Eastern syndicate controlling it 
makes the claim that the method has been 
reduced to a practical working basis, but 
none of the apparatus has been as yet placed 
on the market. This slowness has led many 
Chicago people to think the method was ae 
failure and was possibly not theoretically 
correct. Rut the recent experiments at the 
Western Electric seem to remove this last 
doubt. When the method is a commercial 
success the revolution in modern methods 
of furnishing power which it will cause is 
predicted by the scientists. to mean the be-

author of several works of reputg, and 
copies of a memoir promulgating hie new 
and astonishing théory. of natural law were 
mailed on the first day of 107 to the Smith- 
sonian Institution at Washington, the Acad- 
emy of Sciences at Paris, and the Royal So- 
ciety at London. What the memoir contains 
has been made known in general terms by a 
writer in the New York Herald. It boldly 
assails ‘the untversally recognized Newton- 
ian law of gravitation and calls upon scien- 
tists to revise their beliefs and square ac- 
cepted theory with existing fact. It is the 
most revolutionary doctrine advanced in 
many years. 

Dr. Emmens endeavors to show that the 
famous Newtonian law is mathematically 
incorrect. He claims that the earth is a hol- 
low shell whose polar walls are greatly 
thicker than those of the equatorial regions. 
In support of this he advances what he 
terms the “ centrifugal force theory to re- 
place in part Newton’s law, and applies it 
to the solar system and the universe with 
startling results. 

Newton's law, familiar to most persons 
since their school days, states the accepted 
theory as follows: 

Every particle of matter in the universe 
attracts every other particle with.a force 
varying directiy &s the masses concerned 
and inversely as the distance between the 
centers of gravity of the masses.“ 

Tune law ts universally and scientifically 
accepted as a fact, but Dr. Emmens takes 


exception to it. 
Law and Theories Disagree. 


“The geologists and the geodetic gentle- 
men.“ he said, in speaking of the nature of 
his theory, make common cause with the 
astronomers and physicists, so far as the ac- 
ceptance of the Newtonian system is con- 
cerned. And yet some of their most cher- 
ished theories are 
Newton's doctrine of gravitation. 

Take, for exampie, their views as to the 
interior of the earth. They say it is com- 
posed of matter which grows denser and 
heavier the deeper it is situated from the 
surface. They talk of enormous pressure 
and the most intense heat as characterizing 
the matter forming ihe central portion of the 
earth’s mass. Yet Newton himself proved 
with practical, if not absolute, validity that 
gravity, and therefore weight, grows less 
and less as we descend from the earth’s sur- 
face, until at the center of the world no sub- 
stance weighs anything at all. . 

„A discussion of this subject forms part of 
my paper, and I show that the earth isin a 
probability a hollow shell, having polar walls 
greatly thicker and denser than those of the 
equatorial regions. 

In the center of the earth, where bodies 
have no weight, they are free to move 
in accordance with centrifugal force. A 
great mass of matter, therefore, accumulates 
along the Hne of the internal equator. It 
grows thicker and thicker, and the inner 
part consequently approaches more and 
more closely to the center. It thus becomes 
more fully acted upon by the centrifugal 
force, and at the same time is nearer to the 
great north and south polar masses. This 
goes on until the attractfon of these masses 
becomes superior to the outward tendency. 

Then the innermost particles and bodies 
detach themselves from the equatorial ring 
and fly across the great cavity, to dash 
forcibly against the north and south walls, 
where they spread out in a cloud of shat- 
tered fragments and gradually créep and 
glide outward once more.~Try to imagine 
what I have called in my paper the clash 
and whirl’ that is perpetually. occurring. 
Picture to yourself the electric storms and 
the heat thus generated!

complete revolution. Ineed hardly say what 
an astounding fact thie is. If you turn a 
ball round in your hand you see and know 
that all parts of it turn together. The length 
of a complete day, from sunrise to sunrise, 
is the same in the West Indies as in Labra- 
dor. Yet when we carefully watch the 
sun we notice that the various parts do not 
all rotate in unison. This is the standing 
puzzie in astronomy, and the greatest as- 
tronomers have acknowledged their utter 
inability to understand it. Turn to the last 
edition of Prof. C. A. Young’s noted book, 
‘The Sun,’ and you will find him admitting 
the inscrutability ofthe phenomenon. Yet if 
the trammels of the Newtonian system be 
loosened, and if my centrifugal theory be 
considered, a plain and simple explanation 
of the.amazing fact at once becomes ap- 
parent. 

Now, I by no means show that the New- 
tonian doctrine is altogether wrong,“ said 
Dr. Emmens in conclusſon. I Ido not, for in- 
stance, contest the existence of gravitation, 
either here in this world of ours or in the 
solar system and starry universe beyond. 
My contention is that the precise law of 
gravitation as formulated by Newton is er- 
roneous and needs modification, I show in 
what. way it should be modified, and how, if 
such modification be acknowledged as cor- 
rect, corresponding changes must be made 
in many of the fundamental doctrines now 
adopted in all branches of physical science.

RECORDS SHOW 562,458 PATENTS IN 
THE UNITED STATES. 


Statistics Which Mark the Industrial 
. lp the Most 


O27 Inhebitents, and 
Missiasippi Stands at the Foot of 
the List, with One for Every 43,854 
Inhabitants. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 4.—An in- 
teresting story of the remarkable 
industrial progress made by the 
people of the United States may be 

found in the annual report of Mr. John 8. 
Seymour, Commissioner of Patents, for the 
year 1895, which has just been issued from 
the government printing office. Repellant 
as the long tabular statements of such a 
work must. be to the ofdinary reader, the 
facts and figures which tell the whole etory 
in brief of the improvements made by the in- 
ventive genius of the world are therein con- 
tained. Of the more important of these 
facts Mr. Seymour has made a summary 
which is in a way a history of inventions for 
twenty-five years, although written chiefly 
as a guide to save ambitious but uninformed 
inventors the labor of reinventing devices al- 
ready in use. 

Probably one of the first facts in connec- 
tion with this history to strike the casual 
reader is the growth of the business of the 
office. It will be noted, for instance, that 
the number of patents issved in 1865, just 
after the civil war, was 6,616, while the num- 
ber issued in 1895 was 22,057. A more inter- 
esting fact than this, however, is revealed by 
a little closer examination of the table. The 
number. issued in 1885 was 24,233. The num 
ber issued the next year was 22,508; the next 
21,477, and the next 20,506. That some sort 
of an incubys rested on the energies of the 
inventors of the country during these four 
years seems to be fairly well indicated by 
these figures, and the inference that this 
was 80 grows stronger when it is seen by 
the table that the number issued in 1889 in- 
stantly sprang to 24,158, and the next year 
it hed increased to 26,292. Looking still 
further into this matter, it appears that th 
number dropped to 23,769 in 1898 and to 
20,867 in 1894. It is not unlikely that if the 
inventors themselves were questioned in the 
matter they would say the variations in their 
activity coincided with the variations in the 
attitude of the administrations in the matter 
of tariff legislation. 


Classes of Inventions. . 


A curious study is afforded in the table 
which shows the classes of inventions, with 
the total number of patents issued in each 
class during the existence of the bureau up 
to Dec. 31, 1895. Simple as are the ordinary 
carriages and wagons in the details of their 
construction, more patents have heen issued 
for devices connected with them than in any 
other class of the bureau. The whole num- 
ber issued in this class was 20,821. The sec- 
ond class in point of numbers includes stoves 
and ranges, and in this class no less than 
18,972 patents have been issued. These num- 
bers seem all the more remankable when it. is 
observed that under the clais entitled mills 
the number of patents was.but 19,048, al- 
though both flour making and lumber cut- 


ting mills with their great variety of ma- 


chines are included in the class. Even the 
widespread uses of electricity—including con- 
ductors, trolley lines, motors generators, 
lighting and signaling devices, telegraphy 
and telephony, medical and chemical—had 
produced but 18,700 patents, or 272 less than 
the stoves and ranges class. 

However, while the separate class of car- 
riages and wagons leads in the number of 
patents, the combined classes into which the 
railway appliances patents are divided are 
found to outnumber those issued for the an- 
client style of transportation, the total num- 
ber being 3,826 

Patents on Bicycles. 


The kindred class of velocipedes, which in- 
cludes «bicycles, has 2,621 patents to its 
credit, while the elevators class has issued 
1,726. Other interesting contrasts may be 
found: Thus harnesses, which seem to be sim- 
ple combinations of leather straps, have been 
the subject of 7,637 patents, while clocksand 
watches have yielded but 3,746. Plows, sim- 
ple as they seem, have bees patented 10,342 
times, while firearms, including ordnance, 
with all the machinery needed for locks, 
breeches, training, supporting, and what 
not, have produced but 5,466 patents. One 
might think that the number of patents de- 
pended in a way on the extent to which the 
class was used throughout the nation. The 
number of patents tssued for plows, for har- 
ness, for wagons, seem to show this to be so. 
The 12,177 patents issued for clasps, buckles, 
and ttons seem to confirm this theory. 
Bu lle nothing more common than cut- 
ler and jewelry of some kind is well-nigh 
ugiversally worn the number of cutlery pa- 
tents has reached only 2,184 and in jewelry 
the npmber is but 1,118. Even the locks and 
latches that are used in every house have 
been the subject of only 6,102 patents. 

Last of all is a consideration of patents as 
an indication of the progress of a people. 
It appears that the whole number of patents 
that had been issued throughout foreign 
countries up to the date of the report was 
981,961, while the number issued in the 
United States alone was 562,458. As to the 
inyentive faculty among the States it ap- 
pears that Connecticut takes the lead. —
